It  is  |)ul»li?.hod,  tliat 
an  opportunity  may  be  afforded  for  correction  and  enhui^cnient,  an<l  that  those 
who  are  interested  in  the  hirt,'er  work  tnuy  sec  wliat  it  is  likely  lo  l)C.  To  u»o  the 
words  of  old  Thomas  Elyot,  in  his  "  Doke  of  the  Govornor,"— "  If  my  renders  do 
justly  and  lovinj^ly  interpret  my  labors,  1,  durin^^  the  rcsidiu;  of  my  iiie,  will  now 
and  then  set  forth  such  fruits  of  my  study,  pi-oiitiible  as  I  tinst  unto  ihii  my 
country." 

All  the  towns  mentioned  in  this  pamphlet  are  in  A'ermont,  unless  some  other  State 
is  mentioned,  in  which  case  that  State  is  to  be  umlcrstood  till  anotlu-r  is  named. 
From  this  rule,  however,  are  cxcejjted  towns  in  which  there  arc  Col!et,'es  or  Theo- 
loj^ieal  Seminaries.  The  location  of  all  those  is  presumed  to  bo  known  to  the 
readers.  The  ordination  of  a  p!ist()r  is  to  bo  understood  as  his  oidination  to  the 
pastorate  of  a  Cont;rej^utionalCliuri:h,  unless  otherwise  S|)ecilied.  lu-elesiastit-al  ami 
literary  titles  are  put  in  italics,  if  the  person  was  not  cntiiled  to  them  ;it  the  tune 
spoken  of,  but  subsequently  became  entitled.

The  cliurcli  in  All)auy  was  or^^anizdl  lOtli  Au,LZii.st  ]S1S,  \,v  tlie 
Rev.  James  llobart,  of  J>errni,  and  the  llv.v.  Jauui.s  Parker  of 
Enosburgh.  It  consisted  of  one  female  and  ihree  male  members. 
In  1821,  fifteen  persoiiS  were  added,  most  uf  them  by  letter  fi-om 
other  chnrehes.  David  Sexton  was  cli'»sen  deaeon,  'Jtitli  Mai-eh 
1822,  and  Kphraim  C;irter,  lUih  Novciiilx'i'  ](S21.  No  stated 
preaching  was  maintained  liil  April,  182ii,  when  tlie  Kev  J'ilias  \V. 
JCellogg  began  S'lpplying  the  pidpit,  and  in  the  following  January 
he  was  ordained  pastor,  but  as  the  ehnrch  was  unable  to  give  bim 
II  full  support,  a  ])art  of  his  time  was  employed  in  neigbboriiig 
towns.  'Ihc  Vermont  Domestic  Missionary  [Society  assumed  ii 
portion  of  the  salary,  and  has  continued  to  render  assistance  dur- 
ing almost  the  entire  existence  of  tlie  cbnrch. 

In  1831,  an  extensive  l  evival  took  place,  Tbirty-fivi' persons, 
most  ol  them  iieads  of  families,  united  with  the  chui-ch,  and  its 
condition  was  in  all  respects  greatly  improved.  In  18o;{,  si)eciul 
trials  wore  experienced.  The  }ad)lic  mind  was  nnich  excited  on 
the  subject  of  masonry,  and  the  ehiiicb  shared  in  the  agitation. 
A  resolution  was  finally  adopted  tliat'-the  institution  of  ^^peculativo 
Free  Marion I'y  is  unchristian,  and  that  in  the  aihnission  of  mem- 
bers and  the  employment  of  ministers,  the  church  will  require  a 
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pledge  to  (orsako  tlie  institution."  ()uite  serions  diiricullies  weva 
also  encountered  in  providing  a  place  fur  puMic  >vordhii».  HkM- 
ing  a  liouse  of  worship  in  connnon  with  other  dcnoniinations,  tho 
cliurcli  had  been  obliged  to  meet  in  a  sehoul-house  iiaU  of  the  time. 
Ej  the  burning  of  this  school-house,  they  were  compelled  to  hold 
meetinirs  in  a  barn  or  in  a  dwelling-huU'^e,  to  the  great  diminishing 
of  the  congregation.  The  subject  of  building  a  house  of  worship 
now  began  to  be  agitated,  but  dilfcrences  of  opinion  as  to  tho  loca- 
tion paralyzed  all  efforts  and  led  to  serious  dissensions.  Finding 
his  usefulness  much  impaired  by  these  occurrences,  the  pastor  re- 
quested a  dismission,  which  was  granted,  but  he  continued  to  sup- 
ply the  pul[)it  till  the  end  of  the  ycMir.  I'or  several  succeeding 
years,  the  church  was  divided  against  itself,  received  nu  additinus, 
and  was  destitute  of  })reac]iing,  except  fjr  a  short  time  in  IS)'.")  by 
the  llev.  Lyman  Case,  and  on  alternate  !Sab!jaths  f.>r  three  or  four 
months  in  18;]()  by  the  Kev.  Moses  V.  Clark. 

The  Kev.  l^lias  11.  KiH)y  began  to  su]i)dy  tho  pnljiit  in 
and  in  ]\I;irch  of  the  next  year,  ho  Avns  ordained  jiastcu-,  with  liber- 
ty to  preach  elsewhei'O  oiu3-f)urt]i  of  the  time.  Under  his  ]. reach- 
ing harmony  was  restored,  and  in  1S1"2,  a  house  ef  worship  was 
built.  The  congregati(jn  increased  in  number,  and  the  d;iy  of  bet- 
ter things  appeared  to  have  dawned.  Hut  the  hopes  thus  raised 
were  destined  to  be  disappointed.  In  181.'),  tho  chuich  f-uud 
itself  pecuniarily  unable  maintain  pi-eaching  mure  than  half  tho 
time,  nor  has  it  ever  again  been  able  to  do  mt)re  than  that.  Still 
more  disheartening  \Yas  the  destruction  by  fire,  in  hVbruary  1^5  ll), 
of  the  house  Avhich  had  been  built  with  so  great  sacrifices.  Ques- 
tions of  re-building  and  location  began  again  to  be  agitated,  but  an 
advisory  council  \vhich  was  called,  unanimously  reconnnended  tho 
purchase  of  half  the  liaptist  house  at  West  Albany,  which  was  ac- 
cordingly made.  This  remctval  from  the  old  village  on  the  hill  to 
the  younger  and  rival  villa-je  in  tlu*  valley  was  not  accoiu|ilisheii 
without  much  dissension,  many  heari-hurnings,  an<l  permanent 
harm  to  the  church. 

Neither  temporal  or  spiritiinl  prosperity  ysns  again  enjoyed. 
The  occasional  additions  which  took  place  did  not  com|>enj-ato  for 
the  losses  by  deatli  and  emigration,  and  a  hIow  process  ol  decay  wa« 
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contiimallj  going  on.  Mr.  Kilby's  pastorate  -was  terminated  hj 
his  death  in  Februar}^,  1851.  With  the  exeeption  of  a  it-\T  JSab- 
baths'  preaching  each,  by  the  Rev.  iiyinan  Case  and  the  Itov. 
Thomaa  Kidder,  tlie  church  Avaa  destitute  till  the  third  Sabbath  in 
December,  1852,  wlien  the  Rev.  IMii-icas  J>ailL'y  began  to  su[.ply 
the  pulpit,  and  continued  five  years.  In  August,  lb58,  the  Rev. 
Asahel  R.  Gray  became  acting  pastor,  and  continued  till  the  third 
Sabbath  in  January,  18GG.  The  removal  of  several  prominent 
members  in  1805,  greatly  weakened  and  discouraged  the  church, 
and  in  this  depressed  condition  it  was  called  to  endure  the  evil 
consequences  of  goini;  into  partnership  in  a  house  of  worship.  Ry 
the  terms  of  the  original  agreement  between  the  Congregalional- 
ists  and  the  Ra})tists,  either  party,  after  a  certain  8}>ecified  time  of 
joint  occupancy,  had  a  right  to  insist  that  the  entire  house  should 
become  the  property  of  one  ])arty  by  })urchase  of  the  other's  inter- 
est, llie  Baptists  now  insisted  tlifit  what  Avas  "nominated  in  the 
bond"  should  take  eftect,  and  as  the  Congregationalists  were  una- 
ble to  buy,  they  were  obliged  to  sell,  and  thus  were  cr^mpelled  to 
discontinue  public  worshij).  Much  sympathy  lor  them  was  freely 
expressed,  and  oilers  of  assistance  from  all  classes  of  [lersons  in  Al- 
bany were  made.  They  were  thus  encouraged  to  attempt  tho 
building  of  a  house  ;  and  with  the  aid  of  §000  from  the  Congre- 
gational Union,  and  other  sums  from  beiievfdent  individuals  and 
sister  churches,  a  house  was  built  and  lui-nished  at  an  expinso 
somewhat  exceeding  §1,000.  It  was  dedicated  5th  .M;irch  KSiiS. 
The  Kev.  John  II.  Woodward  preached  the  sermon.  Since  that 
time  the  pulpit  has  becm  sui»plied  by  theological  students,  under' 
the  auspices  of  the  Vermont  Domestic  Missionary  Society. 

PASTORS. 

1.  The  Rev.  Elias  Wells  KKLLor.n,  son  of  Knos  and 
Dimis  (Wells)  Kellogg,  was  born  in  Shelhurne,  Mass., 
February  1795.  lie  studied  theology  with  the  Ivev.  FJder- 
kin  J.  Boardman,  of  liakersfield,  Vt.,  was  licensed  by  tho 
JSIortfi-western  Association  at  Westford,  T^th  January  182i),  nn.l 
Avas  ordained  at  Albany,  21th  January  |S2T-  The  l^ev.  I'h  J. 
lioardman  preached  the  sermon.     iKning  his  rcoideuce  in  Albany, 
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lie  was  to.wn  clerk  five  years,  1828-o'J.  lie  was  dismissotl  2iM 
]\Iay  18;io.  Ill  1834  aiul  18-i5  ho  ])reaclieil  thrce-tbui-lhs  of  llio 
time  at  Kast  ]k'rkshire  and  the  other  tonrtli  at  Montgomery.  In 
May  18;>U,  he  commenced  preaeirm;j;  at  Jerielio  (.'unter,  .and  was 
installed  there  18lh  January  l.s;57.  The  Kev.  10.  J.  lluardmau 
again  pre.  clied  the  scrm:)n.  On  account  of  I'.iiHng  health  he  was 
dismissed  7th  July  18-10.  In  Marcli  1811,  he  commenced  sup- 
])lying  the  cluirches  in  L'ranklin  and  1  lighgate,  divi'iing  time  ef|iial- 
ly  between  the  two  till  March  1811,  when  he  l»e;.'!in  to  preach  at 
Ili^digate  all  the  time,  and  was  there  instalh/d,  7th  January 
The  Rov.  James  Dougherty,  of  Milton,  preached  tlie  sermon.  lie 
was  dismissed  7t]i  January  I8r)2,  and  went  immediately  to  St.  Al- 
bans Bay  where  he  was  acting  pastor  three  years.  In  IS");"),  ho 
remvjved  to  Illinois,  and  preached  lirsL  at  lieratonica,  then  at 
Wayne  Center.  He  died  at  Ringwood,  lith  October  iSlU.  llo 
inariied  7th  ^larch  1820,  Alziida  llolhrook,  a  native  or\Vard>boro, 
(born  ir^th  November  17U7)  ami  a  descendant  ot  (.Jov.  William 
Bradford.  By  her  he  had  Sylvanus  1  lolhrot)k,horn  .'nh  January 
1821,  and  now  a  ministi;r  in  illinois  ;  Julia  Sophia,  horn  hUh 
September  1822;  lalwartl  Young,  horn  ;id  August  1.S27,  ilied 
28th  Septendjer  1828  ;  Calvert  Spencer,  boin  2iJth  February, 
1829,  died  loth  September,  188)5 ;  Kd ward  Bayson,  born  17th 
July,  18P)o,  died  1-1  February,  18^8  ;(  hailotte  A  1/aida,  b.^rn  lOih 
March,  18-3G  ;  Sarah  Fliza,  born  IHst  August,  l8o7,  died  21th 
July,  1815  ;  Wealthy  Ann,  born  2Uili  dune,  18otl,  died  lUthduly, 
181;-). 

2.  The  Hev.  Im.ias  Uds.^kli-  K'li.r.v,  son  of  Thomas  Tyler  a!:d 
Abigail  (  Farmelee)  Ivilby,  was  born  in  (iuildhall,  ^Ut  January, 
1803.  W'ithout  obtaining  any  more  than  a  comuion  school  educa- 
tion, he  studied  theology  with  the  Kev.  James  Tisdale  ol  (Juild- 
hall,  and  the  Kev.  Thomas  \V.  Duncan  of  lhn  ke,and  was  licensed 
by  the  Caledoira  Association  at  St.  Johnsbury,  Ihl  October,  1  8o7. 
His  first  and  only  settlement  was  at  An)iny,  where  he  was  ordain- 
ed 4th  March,  1840.  The  Kev.  T.  W.  Duncan  preached  the  ser- 
mon. During  the  last  two  or  three  years  of  his  life,  he  was  acting 
pastor  at  Newport  half  the  time.  His  death  occurred  at  Newport, 
loth  February,  1851. 
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A  Congregational  cliurcb,  consisting  of  seven  or  more  mem- 
bers, was  organized  in  liarton,  27tli  August,  1«07,  by  the  Rev. 
Elijah  Lyman  of  BrookfiL'hl,  and  the  Itev.  Walter  Chapin  ot  Wood- 
Btock  ;  but  no  attempt  to  sustain  religious  institutions  was  made, 
and  in  a  few  years  the  church  became  extinct. 

The  present  church  was  organized  2-lth  September,  1817,  by 
the  Kev.  Samuel  Goddard  of  Concord,  and  the  Rev.  Luther  Leland 
of  Derby,  and  consisted  of  seventeen  mend^ers.  Mr.  Leland 
Avas  its  first  minister,  and  he  preached  the  gospel  with  much  ac- 
ceptance and  success.  Additions  took  place  at  every  communion 
season,  and  within  a  year  the  membership  Avas  doubled.  Oliver 
lilodgett  was  chosen  deacon  20tli  January,  1810.  Through  tho 
agency,  and  mainly  by  the  liberality,  of  Ellis  Cobb,  a  huuse  uf 
worship  was  built,  which  was  detlicated  0th  September,  I6.l0.  Mr. 
Leland  preached  the  dedication  sermon,  from  Gen.  xxviii.  17.  A 
council  was  held  22th  October,  182o,  to  ordain  deacons  for  this 
chureh,  and  others  in  the  vicinity  ;  and  (Jliver  lilodgett  of  Rarton, 
Loring  Frost  of  Coventry,  and  Zadoc  Rluss  of  irasburgh,  were  or- 
dained deacons  of  their  respective  churches.  The  Rev.  Noah  Em- 
erson preached  the  sermon,  and  the  Rev.  "William  A.  Chapin  of 
Craftsbury  offered  the  ordaining  prayer. 

The  first  pastor  was  the  Rev.  Thomas  Simpson,  who  was  settled 
in  the  fall  of  1823.  His  ministry  at  first  was  diligent  and  buc- 
oossful,  but  at  length  he  became  negligent,  and  tailed  to  meet  tho 
reasonable  expectations  of  the  peu{)le.  lie  also  fell  into  ditlicul 
ties  with  members  of  the  church,  and  after  a  pastorate  of  fivi 
years  was  dismissed.  The  Rev.  Otis  K.  Curtis  supplied  the  pulpit 
half  the  time  for  a  few  months  in  1831,  and  a  powerful  levival 
took  place  ;  but,  before  the  close  of  his  engagrment,  he  became  a 
Methodist,  which  had  a  disastrous  elfect  upon  the  church.  Some 
fell  into  despondency,  some  into  indilfercnce,  and  some  into  open 
Bin.  The  labors  of  the  Rev.  RowmanRrown,  who  jneachcd  half 
the  time  during  the  year  18;];{,  were  well  directed,  and  were  fol- 
lowed by  good  results.  On  the  second  >abbath  in  March,  18o4, 
tho  Ivev.  Ora  Pearson  commenced  supplying  th^  pulpit,  and  con- 
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tinned  for  a  year  and  some  montlis.  In  January,  1835,  a  pro- 
tracted meeting  was  held,  as  the  result  of  which,  tlie  cliureh  was 
much  quickened,  and  some  members  were  added.  Fur  the  t\Yo  or 
three  succeeding  years  there  was  almost  an  entire  destitution  of 
preaching. 

In  the  fall  of  1830,  this  church  united  with  the  Glover  church 
in  a  call  to  the  Rev.  Ora  Pearson,  and  at  the  hcgiiming  of  tho 
next  year  he  was  installed  pastor  of  the  two  churches.  In  1842 
another  house  of  worship  was  built,  and  again  maiidy  through  tho 
liberality  of  Ellis  Cobb.  It  was  dedicated  20th  December,  1842, 
the  Rev.  Richard  (J.  Hand  of  Danville  preaching  tlie  sermon.  Tho 
location  of  this  house  occasioned  a  goud  deal  ut  dlssatiofaclion,  tho 
injurious  consequences  of  which  continued  Ibr  many  years.  After 
a  pastorate  of  nearly  five  years,  Mr.  Pearson  was  dismissed. 
His  successor  was  the  Rev.  Levi  II.  St(jne,  who  C(jinmenced  sup- 
plying the  pulpit  on  the  first  Sabbath  in  July,  ISl'j,  and  preach- 
ed on  alternate  Sabbaths  for  four  years  and  two  months. 

The  Rev.  Chirk  E.  Ferrin  began  to  su|)[)ly  the  pulpit  in  the  lat- 
ter part  of  1850,  and  so  acce})Lable  was  his  ministry  that  he  was 
called  to  tho  pastorate,  with  a  salary  of  ^450,  and  in  l)ecember 
1851,  was  ordained.  His  health  failing,  he  re([uested  a  dismissal 
in  1853  ;  but,  at  the  instance  of  the  church,  contimu'd  to  retain  tho 
nominal  relation  of  pastor,  in  hopo  that  hi-^  boahh  might  be  restor- 
ed. The  Rev.  David  Root  supi-licd  the  jnilj/it  three  months  in  tho 
tnnnmer  of  1S5  1.  Mr.  Ferrlu,  having  renewed  his  reipiest,  was 
dismissed  in  J)ecember  1854.  During  his  ministry  thirty-two  per- 
sons were  added  to  the  church.  The  l^ev.  I'Mward  Clevelantl  waa 
acting  pastor  during  the  iii-.>,t  half  of  lS5t)  ;  after  which  there  was 
only  occasional  preaching  (ill  September,  I .^57,  when  the  Rev. 
William  D.  Flagg  began  to  supply  the  pulpit,  and  contiinied  for  a 
year.  The  Rev.  John  11.  r.eckwith  was  acting  pastor  for  the  year 
1850,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  A.  Ilazen  f.r  1800.  In  the  hitler 
part  of  I8t;i,  the  Rev.  Reiijamin  \V .  IVnd  began  to  sii|>ply  tho 
pul[)it,  was  soon  called  to  the  pastorate,  and  early  in  IS&l  was  or- 
dained. His  pastorate  continued  about  three  years.  On  the  tirst 
Sabbath  in  August,  l^f)5,  the  Kcv.  W  iiliani  A.  Kobiiuson  began  to 
uupply  tho  pulpit,  and  in  tho  following  January  he  was  ordained 
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pastor.  Under  Iiis  pasloratt;  an  unu'^ual  (le^/rcu  of  external  jtos- 
perity  li^is  been  cnjoytMl.  The  coni^re^^atioii  inercMs.jd  in  nunibcrs 
80  that  it  Avas  found  nueessary  to  L'nl.ir;^c  the  liousc  of  worship. 
A  parsonage  was  also  huilt,  {in  18()7,J  and  the  sahiry  of  the  pastor 
vraa  advanced  from  §TUO  to  §*J00  and  the  u.^e  of  the  pardonage. 

PASTOUS. 

1.  The  Mcv.  Thomas  Simpson  \v:isa  nntive  ofl  ),'cin.dd,  N.  II., 
aud  riieeived  his  educaliwn  for  tlio  mini.-ilry  at  tin.;  Maine  Charity 
School,  (now  Hangor  Theological  Seminary,)  where-  he  was  grad- 
uated in  Itf-i),  a  nionilicr  of  the  fii.-5t  graduating  ela.s<.  His  tirst 
settlement  was  in  Ver.shire,  Yt.,  where  he  v.as  .n-daim-d  lOLh  1  )e- 
cemher,  ItSii^).  The  Kev.  Haxler  Terry,  (jf  Lyme,  N.  J  I.,  ]. reach- 
ed the  sermon.  Jfe  was  dismissed  Hth  June,  KSi!|,  and  was 
installed  in  liarton  2dth  October,  ISiiO.  The  Hev.  Jach  N. 
Loomis  of  IJardwlck  [^reached  the  sermon.  He  was  dismissed  JCd 
Septendjer  ISoO,  left  l^irtt^n  under  censure  of  the  (Jrleans  Asso- 
ciation, and  was  not  again  settled  in  the  mini-try,  lb'  r(.'moved 
first  to  Deeriield,  N.  11.,  then  to  (,'anada,  and  finally  to  Lowcl!, 
Mass, 

2.  The  Rev.  Oka  Pkapson  was  born  in  rhittcnib'n,  Vt.,  tiih 
October,  171*7,  and  was  graduated  at  Middlebuiy  in  jSi^ii,  and  at 
Andovor  in  J  (S2  1.  l  ie  preaelied  in  various  |  lacs  in  .Xcw  Vm  k 
for  a  year  or  more,  and  then  commenced  preaching  at  l\ingstwn, 
N.  IL,  where  he  was  ordained  7th  March,  1^-7.  Tin;  Kev.  lia 
Ingraham  of  Ibadlbrd,  Mass.,  pieached  th.'  s.  rm  .n.  in  connec- 
tion with  his  ministry  in  Kingston,  a  jiowerfid  revival  nccuricd  in 
18ol-'2,  which  brought  more  than  sixty  persons  into  the  cliurcli. 
lie  was  dismissed  Dth  January,  ISiM,  but  coidinucd  to  supply  tho 
pnlpit  till  the  following  March.  lie  then  cmumem-cd  }>reachiiig 
in  liarton,  and  there  conliimed  a  year  and  .-.'me  nionihs,  after 
which  ho  labored  several  years  in  Canada  l  ia  a,  as  a  nns>iunary  of 
the  New  Ilainiishire  MisMoiiary  Society,  lit;  was  installed 
January  IS-IO,  pastor  of  the  churches  in  Ibulon  and  (iluver.  Tho 
Rev.  James  Robertson  of  SherbnM.he,  ('.  i-b,  pieached  the 
sermon.  He  was  diMoisscd  IHih  Nnvembm ,  b^  hi,  and  was  a 
colporteur  of  the  Ameiican  Tract  ^..-iel  v  U  five  or  fti.K  yeaiH, 
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^vlieii  the  loss  of  liis  siglit  coinpelled  hiia  to  retire  from  active  life. 
He  died  at  reacham,  5th  July,  l.Sfj.S. 

lie  \Yas  distinguished  for  amiiibility,  humihty,  conscientiou3nos3, 
fervency  and  power  in  prayer,  and  accurate  knowledge  of  thu 
k-'criptures.  So  familiar  was  he  with  the  language  of  the  liilile, 
that  when  he  had  become  entirely  blind,  he  was  in  the  habit  uf  re- 
citing whole  chapters  in  connection  wiih  his  pul[.it  services,  and  so 
exactly  that  his  hearers  supposed  he  was  I'eading  from  the  printol 
page.  His  last  sickness  was  long  and  severe,  but  he  gave  such 
strddng  proofs  (A'  the  reality  and  strength  of  his  f.iitb,  and  of  the 
love  of  Christ  to  his  [leople  in  tlieii-  bwui-s  ti-ial,  that  jterhaps  tho 
best  work  of  his  lite  was  done  on  his  death  be  I.  His  hope  sti  ength- 
enc-d  anil  his  joys  lirightened  as  the  end  drew  near,  and  he  achiev- 
ed a  signal  victoi-y  over  death.

The  cluirch  in  .Brownington  was  organized  Ith  Mar  .h,  lS<)'.t.  by 
the  Rev.  Jonallian  Hovcy,  and  consisted  of  lour  male  and  six 
female  niemlfers.  For  a  few  months  previous,  there  had  been  a 
general  awakening,  under  the  jtreaching  of  missionaries,  ami  wiihiu 
a  year  fourteen  were  added  to  the  church.  I 'mil  I  '^lH  no  minister- 
ial labor  w  is  perl'ormcd,  except  by  tlu;  ministers  ot  neighburing 
towns,  (»r  l-v  itinerant  missionaries.  In  the  mean  time,  however, 
two  revivals  were  expeileneeJ  ;  oue  in  1^1  J,  the  other  in  l^l»'),hy 
^vbich  the  church  was  nmch  enlarged  alid  strengthened.  During 
the  first  ten  years  of  its  existence,  sixty  persous  becanic  members. 

In  1824,  the  Rev.  James  W.  Woodward  was  engaged  tosupply 
the  pulpit,  and  after  sev(u-al  months  ui  service  was  called  to  the 
pastorate.  Karly  in  lS2t)  he  was  iiisiulled,  and  lie  remained  in 
the  pastorate  two  years  or  nH)re.  lie  was  a  man  of  anb-nt  piety 
and  respectable  talents,  and  was  gieatly  beloved  by  the  eluircll 
and  [.eople.  In  August  DSi'J  the  Rev  Alexan  ler  L.  Twilightbo- 
came  acting  pastor  and  contiiuied  five;  years.  His  labors  in  l.S:il-'J 
were  accompanie  l  by  a  revival,  as  the  r(  s.dt  of  Nvhich  iifty-lour 
sv.re  added  Lo  the  church,  'i'he  Rev.  K.  R.  Raxler  wad  acln.g  pai- 
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tor  two  years  from  1st  Novenilier,  1830.  Witli  tlie  exception  of  a 
few  months  in  IS;;!),  there  was  u  period  of  destitution  \\\\u:\i  hi>t(.Ml 
till  1^'ebruary  18-11,  ^vhen  the  Jlev.  Asahel  \V.  Nott  became  acting 
pastor  for  a  year. 

The  public  worship  of  the  church  was  attended  first  in  the  court- 
house, and  afterward  in  the  ac;ideniy,  till  JNII,  wlun  a  house  of 
worship  was  completed.  It  was  dedicated  1st  December.  In  the 
fall  of  181:^,  the  ]lev.  Vernon  Wolcott  was  installed  [lastor,  ami 
continued  nearly  three  years,  when  his  heallh,  both  of  body  and 
mind,  failing,  he  was  dismissed,  'riio  [)ulpit  was  again  supi.lied 
by  Mr.  Twilight  in  l81tj-7,  and  by  tbe  llev.  William  Scales  f<nir 
years  iVum  the  f.dl  of  18-17.  In  lis')!  ;i  ru\iv:d  was  e.\'])erieiiced, 
and  twenty-one  additions  took  place,  ^lr.  Twilight  iigain  siipplied 
the  pulpit  fur  a  season  in  LSiVi.  I''arly  in  18,Vj,  the  licv.  l^amuel 
R.  Hall  was  installed  pastor,  with  a  salary  of  J  I"'',  and  sustained 
that  relation  iur  thirteen  ye;irs.  In  iS.j'.t-iIO^  tliere  was  unusual 
religious  interest,  which  resulted  in  fourleen  additions,  The  abili- 
ty of  the  church  to  sustain  the  institutions  of  the  gospel  has  been 
greatly  weakene*!  b}'  emigration.  Twelve  of  the  fourteen  constit- 
uent members  of  the  church  in  .Mt.  I'leasant,  Iowa,  organized 
in  May  18i)7,  were  from  Ih'owniugtim,  After  Mr.  Hall's  dismissal, 
the  pulpit  was  su|)plied  tbi'ee  months,  beginning  in  dune  18<17, 
by  Mr.  David  8hurtlelf,  and  in  February  18d8,  he  was  ordauied 
pastor,  with  a  salary  of  $')(Ji).

Jamks  \Vin'.i:i.o('i^  Woodwaud,  son  of  r.ezaleel 
and  Mary  (Wheelock)  Woodward,  was  born  in  Hanover,  i\.  11., 
6th  February,  1781.  His  father  was  the  first  rrofessor of  Muihe- 
matics  and  Natural  hhiloS(.phy  in  J)artmoulh  Colh-gc,  and  his 
mother  was  a  daughter  of  the  Wcv.  I'dea/er  \\'beelock,  D.  the 
first  President  of  tbe  Cobege.  Jlo  ^\as  graduated  at  Dartmouth 
in  1798,  and  studied  theology  \\\\\\  the  lieV.  Asa  Ihirton,  /).  />., 
of  Thetford,  Yt.,  and  the  Kev.  Nalhiin  J^irong,  />.  />.,  of  llarlford, 
Ct.  In  Decemlicr  18<ll ,  he  went  as  a  .uis.^ionary  of  the  (\>n- 
necticut  Missionary  Society,  into  the  IJlack  Uiver  country  of  iNew 
York,  where  ho  spent  eight  months,  traveled   l80i)  miles,  and 
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preaclied  one  Imndred  and  sixty-four  times.  lie  was  ordained  to 
the  ministry  at  Windsor,  Ct,,  20th  Seiiti-niher,  1802.  Tlic  Kev. 
J.  Washburn  preached  the  sermon.  IJc  tlien  went  as  a  missimiary 
into  the  South  ^Vestern  counlirs  of  iS'cw  \'Lik,  an«l  ^vorilicrn 
counties  of  Pennsylvania,  where  lie  luhured  nearly  two  years. 

He  was  installed  pastor  iu  Norwich,  Yt.,  r)th  September,  1804. 
The  Rev.  Asa  McFarland,  />.  7A,  of  Citncord,  N.  H.,  preached  tlio 
sermon,  and  it  was  published.  He  was  dismi-seil  from  Norwich  in 
1820,  and  was  installed  in  Jh-(jwnin^L^loM,  I  Ith  January,  ISii-j.  The 
liev.  Jacob  I^.  Loomis  of  ilardwick  preached  the  sermon.  JIo  was 
dismissed  earl^Mii  1828,  after  which  he  was  a  missionary  in  various 
])laces  in  New  York  iind  New  liampsiiire  till  he  was  disabled  by 
paralysis.  He  ilied  at  \Vaterbiiry  2()ih  -luly,  I '"5  17.  lie  married 
4th  (Jctober,  ISljS,  ^Sarah  i*art]'idL';e,  a  native  of  N<irwich, 

His  published  sermons  were  four  ;  two  ol'  them  pi-eache  1  2'^ih 
December,  IHIT,  on  the  last  Saljbaih  of  pulilie  worship  in  the  old 
meeting-houso  at  Norwich,  the  otlier  two  at  the  dedication  of  two 
new  meeting-hoiHes  in  Norwich,  one  ''on  the  plain,"  2<)ih  Novem- 
ber 1817,  the  other  "on  the  hill,"  January  l-SlS. 

2.  The  llev.  Vkunon  Woi.cott,  son  of  ])i-a.  Thih-mon  and 
Amy  (Treat J  Wolcott,  w!is  born  in  Shi'ic-ham  in  March  1>^0'J.  Ho 
spent  two  years  iu  jMiddl(;bury  C\>llcg<',  and  some  time  in  Union 
College,  l)ut  was  not  graduated  at  either,  though  he  suhscMpiently 
received  the  honorary  degree  of  A.  M.,  Irum  I'nion.  His  theolog- 
ical studies  were  proseculetl  at  Auburn.  He  [-reached  alternately 
at  I'V'rriftburgh  and  IMonktou,  for  one  year  fiom  ist  September, 
18t)7,  and  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  at  Yergennes  7th  Febru- 
ary 18;>8. 

For  one  year  from  November  18-18  ho  preached  at  Mnukton, 
then  a  year  at  Whitehall,  N.  Y.,  and  another  at  .Moriah,  at  which 
last  place  lie  also  taught  the  academy,  lie  was  installed  in  Hrown- 
ington,  11th  October,  18d2.  The  Kev.  James. lohnsou  of  Irasburgli, 
preached  the  s(!rmoii.  The  death  (»f  his  wife,  which  took  place 
12th  November  1811,  was  a  blow  from  which  he  never  recoveieil. 
lie  sunk  into  such  dejection  as  to  be  wholly  \mfit  for  nnnistcrial 
hibor,  was  dismissed,  7th  September,  lM."),and  though  he  supplied 
the  pulpit  in  Bristol  three  mouths,  he  was  soon  compelled  to  maku 
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his  bodily  and  mental  health  the  sole  ohjcct  of  his  care.  died 
in  the  city  of  New  York  in  October  1817,  au-l  the  place  of  l/is 
sepulchre  no  man  knowetli  to  tliis  day.

3.  The  Rev.  Samuel  Reed  Hall,  L.  L.  T).,  son  of  the  Rev. 
Samuel  R.  and  IClizabeth  (Hall)  Hall,  was  born  in  Croydon  N.  H., 
27th  October  1795.  He  pursued  classical  studios  at  Kuiiball  Union 
Academy,  IMcriden,  N.  H.,  but  ^Yas  j^roventod  by  feeble  hoalth, 
from  taking  a  collegiate  course.  For  several  years  he  uas  em- 
ployed in  teaching  in  Avhich  he  "was  eminently  suece.s."5tul.  11  o 
studied  theology  Avith  the  Rev.  Walter  Chapiii  of  Woodstock, 
and  the  Rev.  William  Eaton  of  iMtchhurg,  Alass.,  and  was  lieensed 
by  the  ^Vorcestcr  North  Association  at  Priiicetown,  Mass.,  in  May 
1822.'  His  first  settlement  was  in  <\)ncord,  Xt.,  where  he  com- 
menced preaching  2il  June,  182:!,  and  was  ordained  pastor  r)lh 
i\tarch,  182;).  Tiie  Rev.  Walter  (,'hapin  preaehed  the  sermon. 
At  Concord  he  establislied  and  taught  a  normal  sehoi.l,  the  fii^t 
that  was  cstaljlished  in  the  United  States.  He  was  dismis'^cd  in 
Jane  18150,  to  take  chargi^  of  a  I'eachers'  Seminary  in  Andover, 
Mass.,  with  which  he  .was  conucctod  fn*  nearly  six  years.  lie  was 
afterwards  principal  of  a  Teachers'  Seminar)'  in  I'lyni^aith,  N.  II., 
about  three  yeai-s,  beginning  in  June  18;J7  ;  then  resuming  active 
labor  in  the  ministry,  he  was  installed  pastor  in  ( 'raft.sbury,  8lh 
July  1SI«).  The  Kev.  James  Johnson  of  Irasburgh  preaehed  the 
yer.non.  lie  \\as  disuussed  lib  January  IS.Vl,  ecn.meiu-ed  preaeb- 
ing  in  lirownington  on  the  following  Sabbath,  and  was  there  in- 
stalled pastor  7th  March,  1851.  Ho  was  dismissed  from  that  pas- 
torate, 5th  February,  18(37. 

Mr.  Hall  has  been  a  prolific  author  of  worhs  conneeted  with 
education.  His  first  publication  was  ''The  Child's  Assistant  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  Geography  and  History  of  \  ermont."  This  was 
published  in  1827  and  passed  through  several  editions,  the  last  of 
which,  revised  and  enlarged,  appeai'ed  in  Isils^  a,,,!  is  nuw  used 
in  the  common  schools  of  Vermont.  In  l-SJ!)  he  publishc.l  Lec- 
tures on  School-keeping,"  of  which  two  editions  were  spee<lily 
sold,  and  by  order  of  the  Superintendent  of  Ooiumon  Schools  in 
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New  York,  an  edition  often  tliousiind  C(>[.ie3  uas  printed  for  distri- 
bution anioii^i^  the  scliools  of  that  ^Statu,  A  revised  and  unlar^'cd 
edition  \vas  i^ublislicd  in  h^.VJ.  In  Is;):!  lie  iiid.lisliud  *'Lecturt'S 
to  Female  School  Teachers,"  "Tlie  Chil.l's  Instruetur,"  and  "The 
Arithmetical  IManual;"  and  in  1 S:]:), l*ractical  Lectures  on  Ta- 
rental  Uesponsihilit^^  and  the  Iviliiiiou.s  I'^dueation  uf  Cluldren," 
*'The  Grannnatical  Assistant, "  and  ''A  k^chool  History  of  the 
United  States."  lie  has  [xihllslu'd  several  other  small  vulunies, 
and  contrll)uted  mnnerous  articles  to  the  '••Jouinah  of  Ivlucatiwn" 
and  otlier  educational  ])eriodicals. 

lie  Avas  postmaster  at  Urownington  from  1  ^.t  Auu'ust,  1  Silli  to 
1st  Fehniary,  ISl),').  Jn  1S;V.)  he  received  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Arts  from  DartuiouLh  CollcgL'!,  and  in  lSi)o  the  degree  of  Doc- 
tor of  Jjaws  iVom  the  University  of  Verm-.tnt. 

4.  The  llov.  David  SnnaTLKi-F,  son  of  Amasa  and  I'^anuy 
(rjrockway)  ShurtlelV,  was  horn  in  WeslfieM,  .Mass.,  ami  was  em- 
ployed in  mercantile  husiness  till  he  arri\ed  at  middle  life.  In 
Oct()l)er  I80ii,  he  entered  the  Theological  Seminary  of  (^onneell- 
cut  at  Hartford,  and  pursued  studies  there  for  about  a  year.  He 
was  licensed  by  the  Orleans  Association,  l()ih  Septemher,  IStT, 
and  was  ordained  pastin-,  ll.uh  February,  l>Sii-S.  The  liev.  W.  A. 
Koblnson,  of  r>artou,  preacluul  tlie  seiiuon.

The  Rev.  Jamks  WoonwAiiD  SniONU,  son  of  Ulljali  Gridley 
and  Sarah  (I'arsons)  Strong  was  burn  -iUh  September,  lS:);>,and 
^vas  graduate.l  at  Jieloil  (Wis)  (".\.lloge  in  is.Vs.  During  bis  res- 
idence in  l»cloil,  he  was  city  clcik  hu-  two  years  i^id  supeiintend- 
eut  of  schools  about  the  same  length  uf  time.  He  wad  graduated 
at  Unimi  Theological  Semimary  in  IM"--,  licensed  by  the  Third 
Presbytery  of  New  York  DMh  April,  l^'i-J  and  ordained  at  V.eloit 
28th  September,  ISl'rJ.  The  Kev.  I',  i'.  Noyes,  D.  D.  preached 
the  sermon.  He  coirimenced  iireaching  at  Jirodhead,  Wi>.,  l!  1  st 
September,  lSti-2,  and  remained  two  years. 

His  ministry  at  Urodhead  was  successlul,  and  t\\<.  revivals  oc- 
curred which  brought  h.rly  mcmlKis  into  the  church.  In  dan- 
uary,  i^iu),  he  commenced  jireaching  iii  Karibault,  Minn.,  and  was 
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there  installed  pastor  of  the  Plymouth  Church,  LMUh  January,  IHlU). 
The  Rev.  C.  (J.  Siiltei  ot"  Miuueapolis,  pruached  the  beriuon. 
Within  a  year  and  a  half  troui  the  beginning  of  his  niiuistry  at 
FairbauU,  two  revivala  occurred,  and  the  meuihership  of  the  church 
was  increased  from  thirty- three  to  ninety.  Tu  August,  18tjH,  he 
mis  called  to  the  pastorate  in  Natick,  Mass.,  hut  declined  the  call. 


A  Congregational  Church,  consisting  of  four  male  and  four 
female  members,  all  but  one  of  them  having  letters  from  other 
churches,  ATas  organizml  in  East  Charleston,  r)th  October,  1 H4 1 ,  bv 
a  council  of  which  the  l^ev.  William  Claggett,  of  Deii^y,  was 
Moderator.  For  several  years  it  was  supplied  with  preaching  one 
fourth  of  the  time  by  the  Rev.  Jacob  8.  Clark,  of  Morgan.  In 
accordance  Avith  the  advice  of  the  Orleans  Association,  the 
Church  voteil,  2 1st  August,  1852,  to  change  its  location  to  Island 
Pond. 

The  Congregational  (,'h>iich  in  West  rharh.st(Ui  was  organized 
14th  May,  181d,  by  a  council  of  which  the  Rev.  Jacob  S.  (.'lark 
was  Moderator.  It  consisted  of  four  male  and  five  iemale  mem- 
bers. The  Rev.  R.  V.  Hall,  of  .Stansterd,  C.  K.,  preached  a 
sermon  from  the  te.\t:  b'ear  not,  little  tlock,  for  it  is  your 
Father's  good  j)leasure  to  give  you  the  kingdom."  Tlie  Rev. 
Jabez  T.  Howard,  through  whose  agency  the  Church  was  gath- 
ered, became  acting  pastor,  and  so  contiiuied  till  18r)7.  In  1804, 
the  Church,  though  few  in  nund)ers  and  poor  in  purse,  un(h'rtook 
to  build  a  house  of  worship,  and  after  a  struggle  ol  five  years  it 
was  completed  and  paid  for.  It  was  dedicated  21st  June,  18.)1). 
The  Rev.  Thomas  liayne,  of  Irasburgh,  preached  the  sernu.n. 
For  nearly  three  years,  l857-()0,  preaching  \sas  maintained  only 
hy  temporary  supplies.  The  labors  of  the  Rev.  IMiineas  liailey, 
for  a  few  months  in  the  winter  of  1  sr)tt-(!0, strengthened  the  church 
by  the  addition  of  eleven  members,  in  May,  1860,  the  lluv. 
2 
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Charles  Duren  became  acting  pastor,  and  continiieil  till  Decurnber, 
1862.  lie  \va3  succeeded  by  the  Kev.  Luvi  Loring,  \sho  >vii3 
ordained  to  the  pastorate  in  July,  l«tj;5.  J  lis  nuuisiry  of  three 
years  and  a  hall'  was  prospered  to  the  mai  ked  increase  ol'  the 
Church  in  members  and  streu;j^tli.  He  was  dismissed  in  June, 
18l)t),  soon  after  which  the  Rev.  'i'iuiothy  E.  Uanncy  became  act- 
ing |)astor  and  remained  for  a  year.  'J'hc  llcv.  It.  Y.  Hall  then 
supplied  the  pulpit  about  four  months.  On  the  second  Sabbath  ia 
October,  18(j7,  Mr.  N.  W.  Grover  began  to  serve  as  acting 
pastor,  and  continued  six  months,  since  which  time  the  pulpit  has 
not  been  regularly  supplied. 

PABTOll. 

The  Rev.  Levi  Loiung.  son  of  tlie  Rev.  Levi  and  Sophia  (B-js- 
worth)  Loring,  was  born  iu  Ibixton,  Me.,  'JtJlh  Noveuibrr,  ll^l'J. 
His  father  was  a  ministei  iu  Maine  fir  nearly  ludf  a  centuiy.  Ho 
became  pious  when  about  twelve  years  old,  and  at  the  age  ot  six- 
teen commenced  studies  preparal(^ry  to  the  miui>try  ;  l»ut  hia 
health  fuiling,  he  engaged  hrst  in  teaehing,  and  then  in  mercaniilo 
business,  which  he  followed  ten  or  twelve  yeais  in  Athens,  Me., 
and  Lawrence,  Mass.  hi  LS.VJ  he  again  tunu  d  his  attention  to 
the  ministry,  and  in  February,  1«()0,  he  went  as  a  •.ni.-^siunary  of 
the  Canadian  Missio:iary  Society  to  Magog,  C.  I"].,  where  he 
preached  a  year  and  a  half.  He  was  licenced  by  the  Orh'ans 
Association,  at  Newport,  1  1  tli  J  one,  1  Si;:;,  and  was  lu  dainetl  in 
Charleston,  0th  July,  IS'):;.  The  Kev.  i.Miny  11.  White,  preaehed 
the  sermon,  lie  was  dismisx^d  l-Uh  June,  iSilt;,  and  inuneJiatrly 
became  acting  pastor  of  the  Last  Chureh  in  liaverlnll,  Mass., 
^vbcre  he  remained  ten  months,  (hi  the  la^t  Sahhath  in  April, 
18t)T,  he  began  to  labor  as  actin-  pastor  at  Saxtnn^  IJivrr,  Vt. 
A  powerful  revival  soon  fallowed,  a.M  the  church  Nsas  greatly 
Btrengthened. 

Li  February,  18  ir),  he  marri.'d  Sarah  Woodward,  of  Corham, 
Me.  His  son  Lrederick  11.  I.oring,  was  a  soldier  in  the  ITlh 
Maine  Regiment,  and  died  in  tie'  service.

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COVEIVXrtY. 

The  church  in  Coventry  was  organized  2d  Octoher,  1810,  hy  the 
Rev.  Seth  Pay  son,  1).  I).,  of  Rindge,  N.  11.  It  consisted  of  six 
male  and  eleven  female  members,  five  of  wliom  remained  members 
of  this  church  for  more  than  half  a  century.  Perez  Gardner  was 
chosen  deacon,  and  Dr.  Peleg  Redfield,  clerk.  For  about  six 
years  public  worship  was  maintained  by  lay  services,  with  only 
occasional  preaching  by  itinerant  missionaries.  In  1810,  the  Rev. 
Luther  Lelahd,  of  Derby,  was  engaged  to  preach  every  fourth 
Sabbath  ;  and  as  the  result,  a  number  of  conversions  took  ])bice, 
and  six  persons  united  with  the  church.  Anotlier  jieriod  of  lay 
services  now  began,  and  continued  till  Septeml)er,  when  the 

Rev.  Lyman  Case  commenced  preaching  as  a  candidate  for  settle- 
ment, and  in  the  following  March  he  was  ordained  past<jr,  under  an 
engagement  to  preach  on  alternate  Sabbaths,  fur  a  salary  of  §1--^, 
payable  in  money  or  in  specific  articles.  In  1 8'2r),  :in  extensive  revi- 
val took  place,  and  thirty-four  persons,  half  of  them  heads  of  fami- 
lies, united  with  the  church.  An  unhappy  stateof  affairs  occurred 
in  1827,  and  occasioned  a  long  series  of  disciplinary  jtroceedings, 
and  much  dissension,  the  evil  consecpiences  of  which  dhl  not  pass 
away  for  many  years.    Mr.  Case  was  dismissed  in  the  fall  of  1828. 

In  1829-1^0  a  house  of  worship  was  built,  at  an  expense  of 
$2750,  and  not  without  great  sucrifices  and  seli-denials.  It  was 
dedicated  7lh  October,  ISoO.  Tlie  Uev.  David  Sutbeiland,  of 
P)ath,  N.  11.,  preached  the  sermon.  Tlie  Uev.  Ralden  A.  Wat- 
kins  began  to  supply  the  pulpit  ()th  June,  ISoO,  and  after  preach- 
ing on  alternate  iSabbaths  till  August,  was  then  engaged  to  preach 
every  Sabbath  for  a  year.  His  salary  was  fixed  at  ^il.V),  j)ayable 
one  third  in  money  and  two  thn-ds  in  grain.  In  IHIU  a  protracted 
meeting  of  six  days'jcontinnance  was  held,  numerous  conversions 
took  place,  and  thirty-two  persons,  two  of  whom  became  ministers 
of  the  gospel,  united  with  the  church.  Mr.  Watkins's  ministry 
closed,  ir)th  May,  18;k),  and  a  period  of  destitution  succeeded, 
which  continued  more  than  a  year.  The  Rev.  liyndon  S.  French 
began  to  supply  the  pulpit,  8th  October,  18a'{,  was  soou  engaged 
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as  acting  pastor,  and  remained  till  August,  ISl  l.  .During  hi:* 
ministry  twenty-two  persons  united  with  the  church  hy  protVs>iijn. 
In  the  tall  ot  1844,  the  liev.  A.  K.  Gray  was  ordamcd  jailor, 
continued  in  that  relation  nearly  ioui  teen  years,  anil  \Nas  disuiibsed 
in  June,  1858.  Duiing  the  latter  jnirt  of  his  pastorate  there  was 
a  decided  increase  of  religious  interest,  and  snnu-  conversiiins  look 
place.  The  additions  hy  prolession  during  his  ministry  s^ere 
twenty. 

The  Rev.  Pliny  11.  White  became  acting  pastor,  Stli  August, 
1858,  at  a  salary  of  ^UOO,  and  has  coniiniKMl  in  that  relatit.n  ten 
years.  At  an  evening  piayer  ni-  riing.  'JMih  N(>veinher,  1H5K, 
the  presence  ot"  the  Holy  Jr^pirii  was  m  nilisl,  and  a  nuniher  of 
persons  expiessed  a  desire  to  lu  cnuie  (  hr  stiaiis.  A  revival 
ensued,  which  continueil  ioi-  some  mnnths,  ssith  the  use  ot  little 
more  than  the  ordinary  oieans  ot  giace,  /•  s  the  result,  maiiily.  <if 
this  revival,  twenty  persons  united  with  the  chtneli.  A  revival  of 
siuular  character,  but  of  greater  power,  he^;in  "JHih  .Iidy,  iSt'.T, 
and  continued  for  six  months,  it  w.is  marked  hy  great  ilcplh 
and  intensity  of  feeling,  yet  was  singidarly  Iree  fr«.m  nnln  althy 
exciiement.  It  be_,an  without  any  spi-eial  im-ans  having  been 
used  to  produce  it,  and  continued  without  any  imusujd  labors  or 
means,  except  one  or  two  additional  prayer-meetin .^s  weekly,  and 
a  weekly  iiKjuiry  meeting,  which  was  thronged  by  in<|uu-er3. 
As  the  result  of  this  reviv.d,  fifty-three  miiled  \Nilh  the  chiueh. 
The  salary  uf  the  acting  pastor  was  ailvaneed  to  §7n()  in 
and  to  ^J.SUO  in  iNoT.  Jn  ISiiS  a  vestry  uas  built  under  the 
house  of  worship,  and  the  house  was  put  in  thorough  repair  at  an 
expense  of  jfiiOUU.  ' 

The  whole  number  of  persons  who  have  been  connected  with 
the  church  is  three  hundred  and  thirt) -seven,  of  uhom  one  hundred 
ami  twenty-seven  were  males  and  two  hundred  and  ti-n  \serc 
females.  Ninety-eight  were  admitlcil  by  letter  a»i<l  t\No  hundre.l 
and  thirty-nine  by  profession.  Kighty-four  have  died,  ninely-oiio 
have  been  dismissed  lo  other  ehurelies,  fourteen  have  been  sejv 
arated  on  accounr  of  long  ahsenee,  and  one  hundi  rd  and  h.rty- 
eight  remain  members  'I'his  chureli  is  now  the  largest  in  tho 
county.    Among  the  temporal  causes  to  winch  its  irus^eiity  may 
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be  attributed  are  these:  It  is  the  only  clunch  in  tlie  town;  ftu* 
more  than  thirty  yeais  it  has  enjoyed  tlie  unintLrni[it(.'d  [»ii-acliiiig 
of  the  gos[)el,  each  minister  continuing  to  sujiply  iliu  j-tilpit  till  his 
successor  was  ready  to  occupy  it  ;  and  all  its  niini.stcrs  h  ac  hecn 
in  the  very  piime  ot"  life,  neither  too  youn;^  ti;  lack  expuricnce  nor 
too  old  to  be  wanting  in  zeal. 

PASTORS. 

1.  The  Rev.  Lyman  Ca8K,  son  of  Ahijah  an.1  Tliaid<ful  (Towles) 
Case,  was  boi'n  in  V>  hiting,  1  oth  April,  IT'.*-,  and  received  only 
such. education  as  the  c  >ninion  scliool  all"  idrd,  lie  studied  the- 
ology with  tlie  Rev.  Josiah  11  ipkins,  of  New  Haven  and  the  Hev. 
Benjamin  AVooster,  of  F.drfieKl  ;  was  licensed  hy  tlic  \Viii()u.-,ki 
Association  and  belbre  his  setth-ment  at  (.'oveniry  preached  for 
short  terms  in  Montgomery  and  Lowell,  lie  w  is  urdaineil  pa>t(>r 
19th  March,  182-L  ^riie  Rev.  Benjamin  Woo.  ter,  preached  tlio 
sermon.  He  was  dismissed  8th  Octoher,  1828,  after  which  ho 
preached  for  short  terms  in  various  towns  in  \'erniont  ami  Canada, 
but  continued  to  live  in  Ooventi-y,  with  the  exception  of  about  a 
year,  when  he  lived  in  Johnson.  Luiii'g  the  latter  part  of  his  life 
he  was  in  tlie  service  of  the  American  Tract  Society  as  a  colporteur, 
lie  died  ^Ttli  February,  1858. 

2.  The  Rev.  AsAiiiiL  Reed  Gi{AY,son  of  Dea.  Kbenezer  M.and 
Levinah  (Reed)  Gray,  was  born  in  Coventry,  'JDih  June,  Ls  1, 
and  was  graduated  at  the  University  of  Vermont,  in  IMl. 
He  studied  tlioology  with  the  Rev.  S.  R.  Hall,  was  licensed  by 
the  Orleans  Association  at  Albany,  Kith  August,  1^1'J,  and  was 
ordained  at  Coventry,  18th  Noveiid)er,  1811.  The  Rev.  John 
Wheeler,  D.  D.,  preached  the  sermon.  He  was  dismissed  2'dth 
June,  1858.  He  sufiplied  the  pulpit  in  AHiany,  on  alternate 
Sabbaths,  from  August,  185 to  Jauuaiy,  18  ii),  and  in  Morgan, 
from  July,  18G1,  four  years  and  more,  the  other  Sabhaths  heing 
employed  in  various  other  places.  His  residence  continues  to  be 
in  Coventry.  He  was  the  representative  of  that  town  in  the  legis- 
latures of  18G0  and  1801. 

NATIVR  MINISTER. 

1.  The  Rev.  LeaVITT  Baktlett,  son  of  ►"^'eth  and  Asenath 
(Iluggius)  Bartlott,  was  lx)rn  llh  kScptember,  lo87.    Ho  btudiid 
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law  with  Jesde  Cooper  of  Irasburgli,  wa.s  arlmitteJ  to  tlie  Orleans 
County  Bar  at  the  June  Term,  IH.VJ,  ami  practised  f(jur  years  in 
Irasburgli  and  a  few  months  in  Coventry.  Then,  beconiing  a 
Christian,  he  abandoned  the  law,  and  entered  liangur  Theological 
Seminary  where  he  was  graduated  in  Ibitif).  Jle  was  licensed  by 
the  Penobscot  Association  at  Bangor,  I'Jth  July,  1864,  and  was 
ordained  to  the  ministry  at  the  same  ]ilace,  -7th  July,  ISGf).  The 
Rev.  G.  W.  Field,  of  Bangor,  pi-eached  the  sci  mon.-  lie  i>reached  a 
year  and  a  half  at  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  ^^here  he  gatherfcl  a  church 
and  had  a  successful  ministry.  In  July,  1^:07,  he  returned  to 
Vermont  on  account  of  impaired  health,  and  in  the  spring  of  l^^(jS 
he  began  preaching  at  Nurth  Bennington.  A  church  was  so(jn 
organized,  of  which  he  became  acting  pastor. 

He  married  21Hh  November,  18G5,  Kmily  J.  Ir'cales,  daughter 
of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Scales. 

2.  The  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray. 


The  Church  in  Craftsbuiy  was  organizcl  -Ith  July,  1707,  and 
consisted  of  sixteen  persons,  eight  uf  each  sex.  At  a  nirelingheld 
l*2th  July,  Noheuiiali  Lyon  chu>v  n  de;>c<ii»,  and  the  chun-h 
voted  not  to  adojjt  "  the  hall-way  covenant."*  Most  of  the  mem- 
bers were  from  Massachusett^j,  and  had  tlicre  seen  the  evil  results 
of  the  adoption  of  that  covenant.    Wiihin  a  few  weeks  the  Kev.

Hy  tliis  luw,  iinniy  iiifii  ».f  wmiul 
patriotiBiii,  ^uod  iudginciit,  and  uiil)laiiiul»lc  livi's  wnx- tiii-.luacil  from  all  t)io 
rij^^UtH  of  (;lti/(;iiHiiil>;  to  nMiio.ly  tho  liaid^liip  an<l  iiijiiNti«;o  of  whi.  h,  many 
churches  allowed  any  and  all  i»i'rHons  wlio  had  an  mh-iniate  knowlcd^'i-  ..f  irli- 
giouH  truth,  and  who  wiTt;  not  .irandaloii.s  in  lit.-,  to  lM  ronn>  im  nil.,  r.-*  ..f  tlio 
chunliunon  mere  api)li.atu.n,  tln-y  ruvtnantin--oiily  to  dorrrtain..!  llu-oxt.  rnul 
dutie^sof  reli-ion.  Thi.s  was  fh.  "  lialf-wav  .ovcnant,-  and  with  th.5  was 
involved  the  hi.siory  of  New  F.ntrland,  eivil  well  a.i  e.-.  h  sniMtical,  for  u  full 
eentury.  The  disu'iis.sion  and  e\|.iil.>i"n  ol  .lonallian  hdw;.rdN  frouiiNurtU- 
umiilou,  murkea  the  euhninalieu  ul  the  euutroNH^y  \vhn  U  guw  out  of  it. 
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Samuel  Collins,  one  of  the  conatituent  meuiber.s,  was  ln-^tulld 
pastor,  the  town  acting  as  a  [):iri.sh  and  uniting  with  the  chnirh  to 
give  him  a  call.  His  ministry  was  prodnctive  of  hut  small  vi.Vihle 
results,  only  one  person  b'ihig  added  to  the  clmich  during  his  pas- 
torate of  nearly  seven  years,    lie  Avas  dismissed  in  Jnne,  iMi-l. 

For  a  long  term  of  years  the  chnich  was  dcstitntt;  ut  a  .M'lilr.l 
ministry,  and  enjoyed  only  the  occasional  ]ahoi-.s  ol  mis>i<jnai-ic!j 
and  neighboring  ministers.  In  1811,  under  tlic  labors  of  the  Tvcv. 
Salmon  King,  of  Greensboro,  a  revival  was  ex|  erienced  which 
resulted  in  the  addition  of  twenty-one  persons  to  the  chiiieh.  A 
yet  more  extensive  revival  occurred  in  1 8l  S,  in  conneciiMn  with 
the  ministry  oi'  the  liev.  James  Ilobart,  of  iJerlin,  anil  thirty  addi- 
tions took  place.  Several  years  of  declension  and  great  trials 
followed,  during  which  there  wei'e  no  additions,  bnt  many  excom- 
munications. In  18::I0  a  house  of  worshij)  was  Ci>nipleted,  which 
was  dedicated  28th  Se{)tember,  the  Rev.  James  Ilobart,  preaching 
the  sermon.  In  August,  IS'2'2,  the  Ucv.  Win.  \.  C'hapin  was 
called  to  the  pastorate,  and  in  the  following  September  he  \Nas 
ordained.  Additions  to  the  church  now  look  place  almost  evciy 
year,  and  in  the  latt(;r  part  of  IBvlU  a  puweiful  revival  was  experi- 
enced, which  brought  in  twenty-fuur  mend»ers.  During  Mr.  ('ha- 
pin's  pastorate  of  just  twelve  years,  sixt}'-live  persons  w  ere  added 
to  the  church. 

The  pul[)it  was  supplied  but  partially  till  February,  18:)8,  when 
the  Rev.  Daniel  Tarker  became  acting  pastor,  and  continued  two 
years.  He  was  succeeded  by  the  lu!V.  Samud  K.  Hall,  who 
commenced  ])reaching  on  the  first  S:djb;ith  in  May,  1>1<»,  and 
was  installed  8th  July,  18-10.  In  IM'l  and  ISI;]  there  was  a 
general  revival, and  lifty-two  were  ad  h.'d  to  the  church.  Mr.  llall'tf 
pastorate  continued  till  January,  I80-I,  nearly  fourteen  years, 
during  which  term  ninety  pcu-sonK  were,  ailnnlled  upon  protes>ion 
of  faith.  The  Rev.  Thomas  Kidder  ihen  breame  acting  i>astor  for 
u  year,  ami  was  aucceede<l  in  the  spring  of  IS,).)  by  the  liev. 
Austin  0.  Hubbard,  who  continued  untd  i!ie  fall  of  1857.  In  the 
fall  of  18r)8,  the  lU;v.  L  Ives  lloadly  b,;eame  acting  pastor  and 
continued  seven  'years.  The  K'ev.  Ivlward  V.  Wild  conmienced 
preaching  on  the  fust  Sabbath  in  September,  1800,  and  in  tho 
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following  October  was  installed  pastor.  As  tlic  result  mainly  of 
pastoral  Irbor  in  1880-07,  an  interesting  work  of  grace  took 
place,  and  a  number  of  conversions  occurred,  principally  among 
persons  wbo  bad  been  neglectors  of  the  nicans  of  grace,  an<l 
immoral  in  their  lives.  For  more  than  two  years,  IbGO-tjH,  there 
were  additions  to  the  church  at  every  comnmnion. 

PASTORS. 

1.  The  Rev.  Samuel  Collins,  was  hovn  in  Lebanon  Crank, 
(mo.v  '  olumbia,)  Ct.,  in  1747.  lie  was  apprentici'd  to  a  tra<le, 
and  did  not  connnence  study  till  he  had  passed  the  age  of  twenty- 
one,  [le  was  graduated  at  Dartmouth  in  177;"),  was  ordained 
pastor  in  Sandown,  N.  11. ,  27th  December,  17'Sl),  and  was  dis- 
missed oOth  April,  1788.  lie  was  installed  '2i'i{\i  November  17H.S, 
over  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Hanover  Center.  The  Kev. 
Eden  Burroughs,  D  D.  had  been  [lastor  of  this  church,  but  had 
renounced  Presbyterianism,  taking  with  him  the  greater  jtai-t  of 
the  church  and  peo{)le.  Mr.  Collins  became  pastor  of  tin;  n-main- 
ing  minority,  and  as  a  conse(pience,  hia  mini.stry  was  bes(;t  with 
trials.  He  was,  however,  univ(;rsally  esteemed  as  a  devoted  and 
excellent  Christian  minister.  He  was  dismissed  fiom  that  pastor- 
ate in  1795,  was  installed  at  Craftshiny  in  17it7,  was  dismisst-il 
80th  June,  18U4,  and  died  7th  .January,  DSi)7. 

In  1779  ho  married  In-tsey  Hackett  of  Salisbury,  Mass.,  by 
whom  he  bad  Robert,  born  '2-U\  Jahu:n-v,  17Sl!  ;  Samuel,  horn  -Jlid 
May,  1781;  Abigail,  Prisjilla,  dulius,  Ib-tscy,  Janus  II.,  Mary 
Ann;  Miranda,  born  1st  November,  I71.)8;  Lucia,  horn  -Mth 
July,  1801. 

2.  The  Rev.  William  Au^ls  Chaimn  was  born  in  Newport,  N". 
IL,  8th  Decem!)er,  1790,  ihe  oldest  .-f  tuelve  children  ..f  Dani.l 
and  Elizabeth  (Aians)  Lhapiii,  all  of  vJiom  became  monbeis  «d' 
the  same  church  with  their  parents.  His  lather  was  the  son  nf 
Moses,  wbo  was  the  son  of  lihcmz -r,  who  was  the  son  of  Japhet, 
who  w;is  the  son  ol"  l)i-a  Daniel  ('lia|  ni,  who  settled  in  Spring- 
fi  Id,  Mass.,  in  llibi.  ami  \n1io  is  suppose  d  to  be  the  ance.'^tor  of 
nearly  thirty  thouband  descendants.     His  parents  were  Christians 
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of  the  Westminster  Outccliisin  stamp,  Jiml  taii;ilit  lilm  to  recite  1)j 
heart  tlie  whole  of  that  eompen(]  of  'I'hcolo^^y,  l)efore  he  could  n-a-l. 
lie  was  giaduated  at  Dartmouth  in  l-SH),  tauiht  sevt-ral  yeais  in 
Virginia,  then  studied  Theology  with  the  lU-v.  Kphraiui  P.  ]5rad- 
ford,  of  New  Boston,  N.  II.,  and  was  licensed  hy  the  Preshytery 
of  Londonderry,  in  IH*21.  He  was  ordaiii(,'d  at  Craftshiiry  *2'jtii 
Scptemljer,  1822,  the  Itev.  Chester  Wright,  ot  .Mont|)clier,  pi'cacn- 
ing  the  sermon,  and  was  dismissed  2dlh  Septeudier,  ISol.  IIo 
then  removed  to  Creenshoro,  whore  he  was  acting  pastor  ior  six 
years,  anil  was  there  iustalletl  20tli  January,  1^11.  Thcic  he 
remained  till  his  death,  wdiich  was  occasioned  hy  coh^iunptiun, 27th 
Noveml)er,  IHoO.  lie  married  lOth  ^eptemher,  182;'),  Lucy  Cur- 
tis ol  Hanover,  N.  IL,  hy  whom  he  had  five  children.  J^he  died 
2\hh  June,18o2  ;  and  he  married,  2(ith  March,  L^;;;'>,  Sarali  Orr  of 
Bedford,  N  IL,  hy  whom  he  hail  two  cliildi  en, 'uic  of  wliom.  John 
Orr,  died  of  a  wound  received  at  tlie  l»attle  '<\  I'ittslturgh  Land- 
ing.

He  was  jiroveihially 
punctual  to  meet  evei-y  appointment,  let  the  state  (jf  ihe  weather, 
or  of  the  road,  he  what  it  would.  His  advice  was  much  sought  in 
the  adjustment  of  ecclesiastical  dilliculties,  for  uhich  he  was  wtdl 
(pialified  hy  imperturltalde  calmness  patience  in  investigation,  and 
soundness  of  judgment.  No  one  had  n.iue  ih.ni  he  of  the  confi- 
dence of  the  ministers  and  churches  of  Orleans  county,  or  did 
more  to  fashion  them  according  to  the  puritan  type.

NATIVE  MINISTKU. 

The  Rev.  David  Adams  Gkosvknou,  youngest  son  of  Nathan 
and  Lydia  (Adauis)  Grosvcnor,  was  bum  lUih  July,  1802.  On 
the  mother's  side  he  was  descended  in  the  sixth  generation  from 
the  Rev.  James  Fitch,  the  first  settled  minister  in  Norwich,  (\inn. 
Ilis  father  was  a  deacon  of  the  church  in  ( 'rafls)»ury,  aiid  after- 
wards became  a  minister.  Rehire  he  was  twelve  years  uld  his 
father  died,  leaving  his  mother  with  >ix  children  to  train  and  edu- 
cate, with  very  limited  means — 'i  piMviiii,  g"dly  nioihei'  in  Isi-ael, 
wh(;m  he  greatly  levered  and  hnetl,  clieri.>hed  and  assisted,  till 
her  death,  at  the  age  of  eighty-nine.  Jle  became  pious  at  the 
age  of  fourteen,  and  soon  entered  upon  u  course  oi'  study  for  the 
ministry.  He  was  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  HS-Ji),  and  tlien 
spent  a  year  in  Fllington,  Conn.,  as  ],riii(;ipal  of  a  clas.^Ie.d  bchool. 
The  next  three  years  he  was  in  Yale  Tlie()b.gi('Hl  .^eminary,  where 
ho  was  graduated  in  18;U}.  For  nine  mom  lis,  18')()-ol,  he  sujK 
plied  the  pul[ut  of  the  Congregational  church  in  Pomfret,  Conn., 
and  afterwards  labored  lor  several  months  in  a  revival  of  great 
interest  and  power  in  Wallingiord,  Conn. 

He  was  ordained  at  Uxbridge,  i\Ia>s.,  Oth  Jnne,  IS:^ ,  ns  col- 
lea-^ue  i.astor  with  the  Rev.  .^amuel  Clark  of  the  Second  Congre- 
gational  Church,  (now  I'irst  Kvangelical. ')  He  was  .r^n/iSM-d  wi 
May,  l(Sl-J,  and  removed  to  Ohio,  wheie  he  was  installed,  iUh 
February,  IS-R),  over  the  First  I'resby terian  Church  in  Klyria. 
His  ministry  in  Flyria  continued  for  abcui  ten  years  :n'd  ^vaH 
termimited  by  a  season  of  illness  wliich  rendered  hnn  unable  to 
preacli  for  one  year.  In  the  Aiit.ni.n  of  l.sr>;;,  he  became  acting 
pastor  of  the  Fust  Congre.^ati  ,nal  (  lo.ivh  uf  Medina,  where  he 
continued  for  about  nine  years,  in  b.ah  il.rse  fndds  his  hihorfl 
were  successful  in  the  c<.nv.:r,sion  of  suuls,  the  odificalion  of  the 
church,  and  the  estabbsbment  of  ibe  truth.  After  hi.s  pastoral 
work  i.i  Mediniu  cased,  he  pn-ecutc-d  an  agency  for  many  "I'M'tha 
in  aid  of  Fake  f.ne  female  Seminary,  (d'  whieh  he  had  heCli  from 
its  commencement  an  active 


Tiii^ii  r,  and  greatly  assisted  in 
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securing  its  endowment.  Few  ministers  have  done  more  tlian  ha 
to  promote  the  cause  of  education.  In  each  of  tlie  tln  t-e  I'hiccH  of 
his  permanent  ministry  lie  originated  and  snstaincil  u  kinale 
seminary  of  a  high  order.  For  more  than  a  year  lii-forc  his  di-aili  ho 
was  agent  for  the  A^Aua  Insurance  Company,  ile  died  ol  ehulcra 
at  Cincinnati,  11th  August,  1800,  after  a  sickness  of  only  twenty- 
four  hours. 

Jo  May,  1835,  he  married  Sarah  Whitney  of  T'rinceton,  ^^as3., 
by  whom  he  had  one  child,  wliich  died  in  infancy.

Sarah  C.  Chapin,  daughter  of  the  Kev.  William  A.  Cliaiiin,  and 
wife  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Melville,  was  a  n;itivc  uf  Crai'tahury. 


The  church  in  Derl)y  was  organized  0th  August,  1.^07,  hy  the 
Rev.  Elijah  Lyman  of  Rroukiiehl,  and  consisted  df  nine  male  and 
seven  female  memhers,  living  in  Derby,  Morgan,  NewjMirt,  and 
in  Stanstead,  C.  E.  It  was  supplied  with  only  oeca^ii.nal  preach- 
ing by  itinerant  ministers,  till  the  sunnnei-  oi'  i.^lo,  \sben  ilie  llcv. 
Luther  liCland  was  settled  as  pustur.  ll'  (  reaehed  un  allernate 
iSabbaths,  and  conliniied  in  the  pasu.iate  ull  hi>  death  in  \^'22. 
In  iS'2;")  the  Jieo.  >anmel  Maish,  a  mis.^lonar}'  of  the  \'ernii«nt 
Juvenile  AFissionary  Society,  sp(mt  in  Derl-y  ibe  jaineipai  part  of 
the  time  for  twenty  weeks  ;  and,  as  the  result  of  iiis  labors,  n  revi- 
val occurred,  and  more  than  fifty  persons  were  converted,  of  \\ln>m 
forty-two  united  with  this  church,  'i'he  Kev.  i.^man  Case  ol  Cov- 
entry partially  supplied  the  [)ul[.it  at  sarh.us  periods  between  the 
falls  of  1822  and  1820. 

In  the  fall  of  1820,  (he  l»ev.  Samuel  C.  iha.lf.rd  commenced 
preaching  here.  1  le  was  instalh  d  as  pa.>lor  in  .Imie,  1.^27.  and 
remained  in  the  pastorate  about  tuoye  irn.  l-'m'  tbe  ne.\t  five  years, 
the  supply  of  the  i)ulpil  was  onlv  paiiial  and  iriegubir;  notwith- 
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staniling  wliich,  the  church  shared  in  tlie  girat  revival  of  1831, 
and  received  filty-seven  [)ers()ns  to  nienilicr.^liip.  Among  thciQ 
was  Orem  Newconih,  who  was  afterwards  a  deacon  of  the  churcli 
and  filled  that  office  with  mucli  nmre  ihan  thu  visual  aljility  and  :?uc- 
ce33.  "  lie  was  a  godly  man  ;  the  man  of  juililic  and  priviito 
worth  ;  the  man  of  husiness  and  piety  ;  the  poor  man's  fiiend  and 
the  ricli  man's  confidence;  the  widow's  pi-oteetor  and  the  orplian'a 
guardian  ;  the  pastor's  helper  ai.d  Ci^ufoi  ter  and  tlie  lover  of  ihe 
church." 

In  Octoher,  1882,  tlie  Rev.  James  Uoht-rtson  1)ecame  actin*'' 
pastor,  and  continued  tid  May,  18:^(5.  lie  was  a  Scotehman  and 
had  the  Scotch  fondness  for  doctrinal  discussion,  and  his  sci  inons, 
which  were  re;rularly  an  hour  in  length,  huill  up  the  recent  con- 
verts, as  well  as  the  older  Christians,  in  t'  e  faith  of  tlie  gnspt-l, 
to  an  eminent  (higree.  The  Rev.  Stephen  M.  Wln'clcck  w,is  act- 
ing pastor  two  years,  l8o7-o'J.  and  tlie  i^ev.  William  ('higu'elt, 
three  years.    In  tlie  fall  of  the  Kcv.  Orplu'us  'J\  Latipiiear 

was  ordained  pastor,  with  a  salary  of  §''>U<.),  uliieh  was  afterwards 
increased  to  §700.  lie  had  a  pastorate  of  live  and  a  half  yi'ais, 
during  which  fifty-five  persons  were  addeil  to  the  church,  and  wa3 
dismissed  in  18r)5.  The  licv.  John  Kraser  hecame  acting  pastor 
in  August,  185(),  and  continued  seven  years,  'i  he  lu  v.  H.  M. 
Friidv  was  acting  pastor  two  years,  connnencing  in  ,\ugust,  iSdt), 
and  the  Rev.  James  !*.  Stone  two  years,  comuieneing  in  <  ctol-i-r, 
181),").  In  April,  l8f.S,the  Kev.dohn  Ivogcrs  of  tanstead,  T.  Q., 
was  engageil  to  sup}>ly  the  pulj.it  hall  a  day  each  Sahhath.

1.  The  Rev.  TiiniiKii  Lkland,  son  of  Ahnor  and  ITannah 
(Thayer)  Leland,  was  horn  in  llolliston,  Mass.,  1 -t  ( >ctoht'r, 
1781,  and  was  the  sixth  in  descent  fiom  Henry  l-«  land,  wlio  cnji- 
irrated  from   iMwland  to  Oorchester,  Ma.s^.,  in  He  was 

graduated  at  Middlehury  in  isnii,  studied  theology  with  the  Kev, 
Asa  lUirton,  D.  1>.,  of  Thetlord,  Vt.,  and  was  ordained  at  l>erl>y, 
28ih  June,  1810.  The  Hev.  ('ah  h  Ihirge,  of  ( iuildhall,  preached 
the  sermon.  For  several  years  lie  was  the  only  minister  in  Orleans 
County,  and  lie  performed  a  great  amujiit  of  toilsome  service  as 
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missionarj,  or  as  acting  pastor,  in  many  towns.  During  the  war 
of  1812,  he  was  chaphiin  of  the  United  States  troops  siuiiuncd  at 
Derby  Lino.    lie  died  ihh  November,  1822. 

2.  The  Rev.  Samuel  Cleveland  Dhadfokd  was  one  of  three 
ministers  who  were  sons  of  the  llev.  Moses  a  . d  Sarah  (  Katon  ) 
Bradford  of  Francestown,  N.  11.,  at  which  place  he  was  horn,  2d 
July,  1795.  lie  was  graduated  at  Dartmouth  College  in  LS18, 
read  theology  with  the  Rev.  James  Bradfoid  of  Slu  llirld,  Mass., 
and  was  licensed  by  the  ]5erkshire  As><ociation  in  October, 
lit*  spent  some  more  than  a  year  in  the  service  of  the  New  ll:imp- 
ehire  Missionary  Society,  and  in  January,  18:11,  went  to  Crown 
Point,  N.  Y.  where  he  was  ordained  pastor  in  Juiu',  1>^22.  The 
Rev.  Josiah  lIo{)kins,  of  New  Haven,  Vt.,  pieacheil  the  sermon. 
During  the  first  yeiir  of  his  ministry  at  Ci'own  Toint,  a  revival  took 
place,  which  doubled  the  membership  ol'  the  churcli.  lie  \\a3 
dismissed,  in  182(3,  soon  went  to  Derby,  and  was  there  iuHlalled 
pastor  in  June,  1827.  ills  father,  the  Kcv.  M^^si'S  llradlbrd, 
preached  the  sermon.  On  account  of  the  i'ailure  <»t  his  lu-ahb,  ho 
was  dismisssd  IDth  May,  1829,  and  was  c<4up"'lled  to  discontinue 
preaching  for  a  while,  lie  subsetpiently  labou-d  at  various  places 
in  Vermont  and  New  Hampshire  for  ahoi  t  periods  of  time,  but  did 
not  again  resume  the  charge  oi  a  ))aiish.  h'or  many  yars  he 
lived  in  Sunderland,  Mass.,  and  afterwards  in  1  Vaui-fsicwn.  N.  11.

W.  Ci.  T.  Shedd,  1).  ').,  [.reached  the  sermon.  He  w  s  disjuissed 
fioni  this  {)astorate  olst  October,  IS.')!).  His  next  settlement  was 
at  r^xeter,  N.  H.,  where  he  was  installed  pastor  of  lh<.'  Sre. -nd 
Congregational  Church,  2d   rebiuaiy,  Is.u-^,  ihc  K^v.  Jehu  V. 
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Cleveland,  D.  D.,  of  Lowell,  Muss.,  preaching  the  sermon.  From 
this  pastorate  he  was  dismissed  llUh  Fehriiary,  l«iM,  and  he  was 
installed  9th  March,  18G-4,  pastor  of  the  College  Street  Church  in 
New  Haven,  Conn.

IJc  was  dismissed  Irom  the 
New  Haven  pastorate,  2t)th  February,  l^^<)7,  and  was  installed 
pastor  of  the  Dane  Street  Church,  Beverly,  Mass.,  2;id  October, 
1807.  The  Rev.  W.  T.  Kustis,  D.  IJ.,  of  Nc^s  Haven,  Conn., 
preached  the  serrnon.

The  Rev.  Ciiarlks  Wii.licy,  son  of  Jesse  and  Hannah  (Per- 
kins) Willey,\vas  born  9th  ^eptember,  18lo.  He  studied  tljeologj 
-with  the  Rev.  Samuel  R.  Hall  of  Craftsbury,  was  licensed  by 
the  Orleans  Association  at  Morgan,  liith  August,  iNl-'saml  then 
spent  some  months  at  Andover  as  a  resilient  licentiate.  His 
original  design  was  to  become  a  mem))cr  of  the  mission  to  the 
Pawnee  Indians,  but  circumstances  changed  iiis  purjtose,  and  he 
commenced  [)reaching  at  Chichester,  N.  11.,  1st  Sepieuibei-,  1^11. 
He  was  there  ordained  pastor,  Ociobi'r,  1  "^-1."),  ilie  Kev.  K. 

N.  Hidden,  of  Deerfield,  Mass.,  preaching  the  sermon.  He  was 
dismissed  8d  December,  18;)0,  and  since  then  has  l)een  acting 
})astor  in  Kingston  two  years,  in  London  f  mr  years,  in  Mpsom 
nearly  two  years  and  :i  hall",  in  riairinglon  five  yt-ais  and  a  half, 
and  in  Center  Harbor  several  years.  In  May,  Ksii.s,  be  beciime 
acting  pastor  at  (jreenfu-ld.

Sophronia  B.  TJoynton,  wib*  of  the  \\>  ".  K.  Ferrin;  Aim  M. 
Child,  wife  of  the  IJev.  Charles  T.  W  and  Kuth  M.  Child, 
wife  of  the  Jiev.  John  Fruser,  were  nali\       '  i)erby. 
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Nearly  all  the  early  iiiliabitanta  of  Glover  were  distiiiguislieil  for 
their  ungodliness.  For  several  years  tliero  was  no  itrcachin;^ 
except  occasionally  by  itinerant  missionaries,  usually  Mjthodists, 
and  they  were  treated  not  merely  with  contempt,  but  with  open 
insult.  Their  meetings  were  oiten  interruptt.-d  Ijy  ilut  loud  talking 
of  those  who  attended,  and  sometimes  by  the  intrusion  of  men 
blackened  like  negroes  and  armed  with  pitchforks  or  other  farming 
tools.  In  1807,  kT^tephen  I^liss,  a  man  of  decided  and  earnest 
piety,  moved  into  Glover,  and  for  several  years  wa.s  the  only  active 
Christian  there,  lie  performed  religious  sei'viees  at  funerals, 
maintained  worship  on  the  Sabbalh  by  gathering  his  neighbors 
together  and  reading  sermons  to  them,  and  in  lact  ])erfi>rmed  all 
the  duties  of  a  minister,  except  }<reaching.  In  1  1  7  he  was  rein- 
forced by  Loring  Frost,  a  young  and  ardent  (.'hristian,  zeal- 
ously engaged  in  direct  eiforts  for  the  salvation  of  B(mi1s,  and  .with 
•0  good  success  that  a  powerful  work  of  grace  ensued,  ami  many 
persons,  among  whom  were  some  obstinate  unb.  lirvers  and  har- 
dened opposers,  were  h(;[)efully  converted.  Hy  these  means  the 
matei'ials  for  a  church  were  provitleii. 

The  church  was  organized  I'Jth  July,  1S17,  by  tlie  Ivev.  Samuel 
Goddard,  of  Concord,  and  the  Rev.  ljuiher  Leland,  of  iK-rby, 
and  consisted  of  sixteen  persons,  of  whom  lour  only  wi-re  males. 
Stephen  l>liss  was  elected  deacon.  Helore  the  close  of  the  year 
the  niunber  of  nunubers  was  incieased  to  buty-two.  l'\(r  se\ eial 
years  the  church  was  destitute  of  stated  preaehiug,  but  maintained 
the  institutions  of  religion  by  i-t.-adiiig  meetings,"  au«l  received 
frecpient  additions  to  its  membeiship.  In  the  spring  (-f  18'Jtl,  tlia 
Rev.  Reuben  Mason  was  inst;dled  in  the  pastorate,  and  continiu'd 
in  that  relation  ten  yeai-s.  I  Miring  that  jK  i  iod  a  jiowerlul  revival 
took  place,  and  forty-two  were  added  to  ihn  church,  <»f  whom 
thirty  united  by  jirofession  at  one  time.  In  \S'''A)  a  house  of  wor- 
ship was  built  m  the  vithige,  in  which  this  church  b:nl  the  right  of 
occu])ancy  one  fourth  of  the  time.  In  l^l'.'J,  another  uni<tn  b  -uso 
was  built  in  the  West' part  of  the  town,  and  was  occuj.ied  by  this 
church,  jointly  with  others. 
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After  the  close  of  Mr.  Mason's  ministry,  the  jjiilpit  was  Hnfi].]ied 
for  a  time  by  the  Rev.  Noah  Cre.s.sey.  Tlie  Kev.  Ora  Pi-.irHou 
commenced  preachinj:  here  hite  in  wa.s  soon  installed  pastor, 

iind  80  remained  four  years.  On  tin;  first  ^Sal.batli  in  July,  Ihl/), 
the  liev.  Levi  H.  Stone  became  actin<;  pastor  lor  half  the  time, 
and  so  continued  for  four  years  and  two  months.  He  tbcnl>eeamo 
acting  pastor  for  the  whole  time,  and  remained  to  tin*  t-nil  t.f  the 
■year  1854.  Thron;:h  liis  inlliicnce  and  active  agency,  tlie  church 
was  induced  to  aljandon  its  interest  in  tlie  union  house  in  tlie  village 
and  to  build  a  house  for  itself.  This  was  not  accomplished  without 
much  sacrifice  and  self-denial,  ami  some  assistance  from  benevoleiit 
persons  and  societies,  and  at  last,  a  debt  .-f  some  hundred  of  d««l- 
lars  remained.  '  The  house  was  completed  in  Jamuiry,  iS.ui.  iSo 
much  discouragement  was  felt,  that  for  two  yeais  after  the  closo 
of  Mr.  Stone's  ministry,  no  attempt  to  sustaiii  preaching  \sas  made. 
Ill  March,  1857,  the  Vermont  homestie  Mi.-sionaiy  Society  sent 
one  of  its  itinerant  missionaries  to  (jilov-  r,  who  labored  with  good 
success  for  a  time,  lie  was  followed  by  several  others,  each  of 
whom  |)rea^hed  for  a  lew  months,  to  the  great  encouragrmt  nt  of 
the  church,  and  the  C(jnversion  of  nine  per.^ons.  In  August,  1858, 
the  liev.  Sidney  K.  W.  Perkins  commenced  supplying  the  j.ulpit. 
lie  was  ordained  to  the  [)astorate  in  January,  ISiiO,  and  has 
rtunained  till  the  present  tinui.  During  his  ministry,  the  mec'ting- 
house  debt  has  been  ])aid,  a  b(Mpu;st  of  property  value. I  at  one 
thousand  dollars  has  been  received,  and  hu  ty-four  additi<Mis  to  tho 
church,  by  profession  and  by  letter,  have  taken  place. 

In  the  first  hall  century  ol  the  existence  of  this  church,  it 
received  one  lunulred  and  seventy-seven  members,  of  \\ht»m  filtj 
have  died,  fifty  have  been  dismissed  to  other  cinuclies,  and  four- 
teen have  been  excommunicated.  The  present  nunib.  r  of  nnun- 
bei'S  is  seventy-four,  of  whom  twenty-cne  aie  males.  The  principal 
obstacles  to  the  growth  of  llu;  ehiuch  have  be.  n— |...verty ,  uhicli 
for  more  than  thirty  years  disabled  it  lr<.m  maintaining  preaching, 
exce[)t  on  alternate  Sabbaths — an  entangling  alliance  with  otlier 
denominations  in  the  use  of  a  church  cdiliec— embarrassment  by  a 
debt  incurred  in  buibling— and  llie  maintenanc  of  l-nblic  woiship 
alternaLely  in  two  housed  several  milca  i^j  ait. 
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PASTORS. 

1.  The  Rev.  Reuben  Mason,  son  of  Perez  and  Murtlia  (Barney) 
Mason,  was  born  in  Lebanon,  N.  II.,  3d  July,  1778.  He  uaa 
brouglit  up  a  carpenter,  with  almost  no  education,  and  began 
preaching  as  a  Methodist,  but  in  January,  1817,  united  wiili  the 
Cout^regational  church,  after  which  he  studied  theology  under  the 
direction  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Goddard,  of  Concord.  In  Septem- 
ber, 1818,  he  was  ordained  pastor  in  Waterford.  The  R(?v.  Leon- 
ard Worcester,  of  Peacham,  preached  the  sermon.  His  ministry 
in  Waterford  was  very  successful  and  many  were  added  to  the 
church.  His  next  settlement  was  at  Glover,  where  he  was  installcil 
18th  March,  1820.  The  Rev.  Drury  Fairhank,  ef  Littleton,  N. 
11. ,  ])reached  the  sermon.  lie  was  dismissed  in  I8;ib',  and  was 
installed  in  Westfield  as  pastor  of  the  churches  in  Westfield  and 
Newport,  2Gth  September,  1837.  The  Rev.  Chester  Wright,  of 
Hardwick,  preached  the  sermon.  He  was  dismissed  3d  Octuht^r, 
1812,  preached  a  while  at  Newport,  and  died  30th  June,  18P.». 

He  married,  2d  March,  18U3,  I\Iary  llibbard  of  Lebanon,  N. 
II.,  by  whom  he  had  two  sons  and  eight  daughters.

For  nine  months,  1857-58,  he  preached  at  White  Kiver  Village, 
from  which  place  he  went  to  Glover.  He  was  ordained  11th 
January,  18G0,  his  father  prer.ehing  the  sermon.  T\n.;  of  his 
funeral  sermons,  and  his  semi-centennial  sermon  at  Glover,  have 
been  published. 

native  MTNISTKR. 
The  Rev.  Elias  W.  Hatch,  son  of  Kdwin  and  Silence  (Woods) 
Hatch,  was  born  12th  October,  18315,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
two  united  with  the  liaptist  church  ;  but  upon  more  careful  study 
of  the  Bible  became  a  Congregalionalist,  and  having  pursued  theo- 
logical studies  privately,  wa.  licensed  by  the  Orleans  AiisociatioQ 
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at  Charleston,  KUh  January,  1  Slit;.  ITesoon  coramenced  preach- 
ing at  Berkbhir.,',  and  was  there  orduiMcd  pastor,  L>5lh  fcfcpteiiiljcr, 
1866.    The  Rev.  Pliny  11.  Wliite  preached  the  aermun. 

He  married,  25th  November,  18o8,  Frances  O.  Hatch,  a  native 
of  Hard  wick. 


Before  a  single  field  was  cleared  in  Greensboro,  or  a  single 
dwelling  built  there,  the  town  was  dedicated  toGod  in  j.rayer,  and 
was  invoked  to  be  the  God  of  iIhjsc  who  should  becume  ita 
inhabitants.  In  1787,  two  ministers  passing  through  the  wihler- 
ness,  spent  a  night  in  that  town  and  offered  fervent  and  earnest 
prayer  that  it  might  become  the  abode  of  a  people  virtuous,  reli- 
gious, and  blessed  of  the  Lord.  'He  very  lirst  settler  was  a 
Christian  man,  and  from  his  log  c;il.iii  tlirrc  daily  went  up  the 
voice  of  prayer  and  praise.  \Vhen  a  few  lamilies  had  niuved  in, 
they  regularly  assembled  on  the  Sabbath  for  l)i\inc  worship,  first 
at  private  houses,  afterwards  in  school-houses,  and  this  custom  was 
maintained  for  many  years,  beloio  a  church  was  organized,  or 
any  of  the  ordinances  of  the  gospel  were  regularly  maintained. 

'J'ho  Congregational  church  in  Greensboro  was  orgniiizi-d  LMth 
November, 1804,  in  a  store  chamber,  by  (he  I>cv.  Leonard  Worces- 
ter of  Peacham,  and  the  Lev.  ^anniel  Collins  of  Cr.iftsburv.  It 
was  composed  of  nine  male  and  twelve  lemale  ini-mbors,  twciily-ono 
in  all.  Ashbel  JShepard,  the  first  settler  of  the  town,  was  modera- 
tor, Ephraira  Strong  clerk,  and  Seth  I'ddy  deacon.  Several  years 
elapsed  before  the  stated  ])ieaching  of  the  go.<[iel  was  secured,  but 
public  worship  of  some  kind  was  C(<nslantly  maintained.  I'larly  in 
1805  the  church  appointed  six  of  the  brethren  to  jiray  in  public 
meetings,  and  one  of  them  to  read  the  psalms  and  sermons;" 
and,  from  time  to  tinir,  as  vacancies  occurred,  others  were 
appointed  to  do  the  same  duties.  Theie  was  no  preaching  excojjt 
occasionally  by  an  itinerant  minister  till  the  summer  of  1810,  when 
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the  Rev.  Salmon  King  was  settled  as  pastor.  During  his  pastor- 
ate of  three  years  and  a  half,  eighteen  were  added  to  the  church. 

A  term  of  more  than  eleven  years  now  succeeded,  during  which 
there  was  only  occasional  preaching.  J>ut  there  was  no  discon- 
tinuance of  puhlic  worship,  nor  di  I  Uud  fail  to  help  those  who  bo 
pcrseveringly  lahored  to  help  themselves.  In  June,  iMll,  a 
Sabhath  School  was  estahlirshcd,  one  of  the  first,  if  not  the  very 
first,  in  Vermont.  In  1817  William  (.'onant  was  chosen  deacon, 
and  held  the  office  till  his  death  ;  a  period  of  fifty-one  years.  1'he 
same  year  a  j)owerful  revival  occurred,  the  principal  work  of  which 
was  in  the  Sabbath  School,  and  no  fewer  than  tlfty-seven  jicrsona 
were  added  to  the  church.  The  ministers  who  jireached,  niure  or 
less  frei[uently,  during  the  destitution  of  stated  ministerial  lah^r, 
were  the  Rev.  Messrs.  James  Uobart,  Sanuiel  (Joddard,  Jamea 
Parker,  Clement  Parker,  Levi  Parsons  and  Daviil  JI.  Williston. 

In  September,  l82'),  the  Rev.  Kiah  l]ailey  became  acting  pas- 
tor with  a  salary  of  §-00.  During  his  pasturate,  a  ln'iise  of  wor- 
ship, the  first  in  Greensboro,  was  built.  It  was  dedicated  -r>ih 
Septendjer,  1827,  Mr.  Pailey  preaching  the  sermon.  In  March, 
1821),  he  closed  his  labors  ^\ith  this  church,  and  anruhcr  j.eri«Ml  of 
destitution  ensued,  during  which  the  Rev.  Messi'.-.  Lyman  ('asc, 
Khas  W.  Kellogg,  Amariah  Chandler  and  liobert  L'age,  rendered 
occasional  services.  The  Rev.  Jacob  N.  JiOomis  was  acting  ]>astor 
two  years,  1833-3-1:.  Early  in  183o,  the  Rev.  \Vm.  A.  Chapin 
became  acting  ])astor,  and  having  served  in  ih:u  capacity  six  years, 
ho  was  in  January,  18  11,  fi»rmally  installed,  and  sustained  that 
relation  till  his  death  in  Novendjcr,  1 800.  In  December,  l8o0, 
the  Rev.  James  P.  Stone  became  acting  pastor.  A  revival  was 
experienced  in  l85l,  and  thirty- hve  wcie  added  to  the  clnnxh. 
In  1853—1  another  revival  was  experienced,  the  congregation  was 
greatly  increased,  and  the  church  began  to  sustain  jireaching 
without  aid  from  the  Domestic  Missionary  Society.  During  Mr. 
Stone's  pastorate  of  eleven  years,  the  Imnsc  of  worsbij)  wad 
remodeled,  improved,  and  furnished  with  a  bell,  and  a  juarsonago 
was  built  and  paid  for. 

During  the  years  18()2  and  181)3,  the  Kev.  .\ndrow  Royce  was 
acting  pastor.    Ju  May,  18(J1,  the  Ilco.  Azel  \V.  Wild  began  to 
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supply  tbc  pulpit,  aiul  in  the  fo]l(Aviii«:  Octdlu  r  he  was  oidaincd  to 
the  pastonite,  wilh  a  sahiry  of  ^<)Tr>,  \\lii(;li  was  increased  in 
January,  18G8,  to  §800.  Mnce  iii.s  p;isloialc  e<  uin.cnced,  the 
house  of  worship  has  hcen  thoroughly  repaired,  and  hclween  thirty 
and  forty  persons  have  been  added  to  the  church. 

PASTOKS. 

1.  The  Rev.  Salmon  Krxu  ^vas  born  in  Bolton,  Ct.,  about 
1771.  His  ancestor,  John  King,  can>e  from  England  in  Itjl'j, 
and  lived  in  Hartford,  Ct.,  till  he  became  of  age,  uhen  he 
married  Sarah  llolton,  daughter  of  Wni.  llolton,  one  of  the  fust 
settlers  of  Hartford,  and  ^vith  his  ui'e  and  her  father  moved  to 
Konotuck,  (now  Northampton,)  Mass  ,  uf  which  they  w<-re  among 
the  eai'liest  settlers.  Salmon  was  descended  1 1.011  lii.ii  i  i  the  toiirlh 
generation.  He  Nvas  graduated  at  \  ale  in  ITi'i),  read  tlu-nl.tgy 
•with  the  Uev.  Charles  Backus,  1).  1).,  of  Somers,  Ct.,  and  was 
ordained  pastor  of  "  the  Orford  Society  in  Kast  llartforil,  Ct.," 
5th  November,  1800.  The  Kev.  Dr.  Backus  preached  the  hermon. 
After  a  pastorate  of  nearly  eight  years  he  was  dismissed 
October,  1808.  He  then  came  to  Averment  and  labored  as  an 
itinerant  missionary  till  he  came  to  Greensboro.  Hcie  he  was 
installed  llth  July,  1810.  The  Kev.  Leonard  \V(jrci'.>ter,  uf 
Peacham,  preached  the  sermon.  lie  was  di^mi.sscd  *Joih  January, 
1811,  the  ostensible  reason  being  the  want  .)f  a  competent  support. 
He  then  rem*)ved  to  Warren,  I'a.,  uhire  he  became  jiastor  of  a 
Tresbyterian  church,  and  tlieie  he  liied  about  l^;'li.  Jlis  only 
publication  was  a  sermon  preached  at  the  funeral  of  Mrs.  Hannah 
Parker  of  Glover.  This  was  the  first  Orleans  County  sermon 
given  to  the  press.

Ho  was  grad- 
uated at  iMiddlebuiy  in  ]^^".7,  fcp<  nt  two  y<  ars  in  leacirmg,  an<l 
then  entered  Andover  Theological  Sciainaiy,  where  he  wab  graJu- 
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atecl  in  18G2.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Ruynlton  Association  at 
Brooktield,  8th  January,  18G2.  Hi,  first  hihors  in  the  niim.sh-y 
were  at  Pittsfield,  where  lie  preached  till  March,  l«i;4.  He  was 
ordained  at  Greensboro,  2Gth  Octoher,  The  Vu.v.  Danid 

AVjld  preached  the  sermon. 

His  sermon  on  the  death  of  E.  E.  llarhou  an-l  Horace  Sulham 
in  the  United  States  service  in  18ii-l,  his  su-m  m  at  the  lunLTal  of 
Uiarles  Cook  ni  18G8,  and  his  sermon  before  the  Orleans  County 
Bible  Society  in  18G8,  were  published.

where  he  was  graduated  in  l«r)2.  From  that  time  till  Is.io  ho 
preached  at  Woonsocket,  R.  1.,  Epsom,  N.  H.,  and  Rlymouth, 
Mass.  He  was  ordained  pastor  of  the  Congregational  church  in  War- 
wick, Mass.,  25th  April, 18G0.  The  Rev.  R.  C.  Ileadley,  of  Creen- 
field,  preached  the  sermon.  He  was  dismissed  1  Ith  May,  18G8. 
He  married,  IGth  May,  18G0,  Annie  Clilford,  of  Loudon,  x\.  H. 

2.  The  Rev.  Bkainekd  ]5kadeey  Cutler,  son  of  Obed  and 
Azubah  (Sheperd)  Cutler,  was  born  4tli  March,  TSUii.  With- 
out obtaining  any  more  than  a  common  school  education,  ho 
read  theology  with  the  Rev.  Henry  Jones  of  Cabot,  and  tho  Rev. 
Kiah  Bailey  of  Hardwick,  and  was  licensed  by  the  Orleans  Asso- 
ciation at  North  Troy,  21st  August,  LS:;i.    'j'he  fust  two  years  of 
his  ministerial  life  were  spent  with  the  churches  oi'  I'Men,  Sto^YO 
and  Wolcott.    He  then  became  acting  jtastor  of  tho  chureh  in 
Richmond.    Hero  his  labors  were  blessed  and  a  revival  occurred. 
Ho  was  ordained  at  Richmond  svithoiit   ])astoral  charge,  21st 
August,  1885.    The  Rev.  John   Wheeler,  1'.  D.,  preached  tho 
sermon.    He  preached  Ihrec  years  at  Ehsc.v,  where  his  ministry 
was  very  successful  and  more  thnn  sixty  were  gathered  into  tho 
church.    Li  1841  or  1812  ho  became  acting  pastor  of  the  then 
recently  organized  church  at  St.  Albans  Hay.    AVithin  a  year 
seventy  members  were  added  to  the  chiuch.     Li  June,  Lsl5,  ho 
was  installed  pastor  of  tho  Congregational  church  iu  LawrcuccviUc, 
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N,  Y.  The  Rev.  B.  N.  Burnap,  preaclied  tlio  serraon.  From 
this  pastorate  he  ^vas  dismissed  7th  Fclji  uar)',  1854.  Since  lliat 
time  he  has  continued  to  reside  at  Lawrcncevillo,  preaching  in  various 
places  in  that  vicinity.  He  uiarried  17th  ^fei-tcuihcr,  l.*527,  Emma 
11.  Stevens,  a  native  of  Grotun,  Mass, 

3.  The  Ilev.  George  1)Uul»i;r  ToJ-man  was  born  2-lth  July, 
18o2.  He  was  a  son  of  Enuch  ami  Ahigail  (Cook)  Tolman,  and 
a  grandson  of  the  Huv.  'i'hunias  Tohuan,  tlie  tirst  pastor  of  the 
church  in  Cornwall.  He  was  graduated  at  the  Univcisity  of  Ver- 
mont in  18oG,  and  at  Uniuu  Tlic()l<>;^ical  J^emiiiary  in  IHGU.  Ho 
^vas  licensed  hy  the  Orleans  Association  at  \\\st  Charleston,  1st 
October,  18t31.  He  began  preaching  at  .^hi-lil<»ii  nljout  1st  Janu- 
ary, 1862,  and  was  ordained  pastor  of  the  Congregational  church 
in  that  town,  lOth  July,  l^^'rl.  The  Ki*v.  N.  G.  Chirk,  preached 
the  sermon.  He  re[)resented  (in-enslioro  in  the  Jiegislature  of 
Vermont  in  1800  and  18iJl.  He  nianied  Ititli  June,  1802,  Han- 
nah L.  Bailey,  of  llanlwick,  who  died  llUh  July,  1^:07.

^vhich  he  resigned  in  June,  1808,  and  became  acting  pastor  at 
North  Waterford,  )^Ie.

W.  Drummond,of  Bangor.

The  cliurch  in  Holland  was  organized  by  an  I'lcclesiastical  Coun- 
cil, 30th  November,  1(S12,  and  \wi3  cumpciscd  of  seven  uicmber8,of 
whom  three  were  from  the  church  in  Derby,  and  four  from  that 
in  Morgan.  The  Rev.  William  Claggett  of  Derby  preached  a 
sermon  on  the  occasion,  and  the  llev.  Ura  Pearson,  of  l^arton, 
offered  the  consecrating  prayer.  In  June,  1S  [:5,  the  church  was 
strengthened  by  the  addition  of  ten  members,  ami  in  June,  1814, 
the  Kev.  J.  T.  Howard,  its  first  and  only  { astor,  was  installed. 
Public  worship  was  maintained  in  school-huascs  till  IS."*  I,  when  a 
small  but  suflicient  house  of  worship  was  built.  (.)n  the  occasion 
of  its  dedication,  the  i^ev.  Joel  hisk,  uf  Iraaburgh,  preached  tho 
sermon. 

In  18')8,  the  failure  of  tho  pastor's  health  compellctl  him  almost 
wholly  to  discontinue  preaching,  and,  without  bt-ing  iormally  dis- 
missed, he  ceased  to  supply  the  [)ulpit  except  occasionally.  For 
two  or  thi'eo  years  itinerant  missionaries  of  the  A''erm(mt  Domestic 
IMissionary  Society  supplied  most  of  tho  ])reaching  ;  and  \\>r  tho 
lack  of  them  reading  meetings  were  maintained,  and  the  iSahhath 
School  was  permanenlly  kept  up.  In  May,  1 8i)l ,  the  Kev.  (.'haiiea 
Duren  became  acting  pastor,  ami  continued  two  years  and  a  half. 
In  December,  1.802,  tho  Rev.  Levi  Ijoring  became  acting  pastor,  and 
remained  a  year.  For  a  few  months  the  j)ulpit  was  then  su]>plied  by 
the  Rev.  A.  Iv.  Ciray.    Until  April,  preaching  was  had  only 

on  alternate  Sabbaths,  and  the  acting  i>asturs  had  been  non-resident, 
but  on  the  first  Sabbath  in  that  month,  J.  1^.  (Jriswold  became 
acting  and  resident  pastor,  and  })reaching  was  maintained  all  tho  timo 
for  a  year.  The  Rev.  Thomas  Baync  aujtplied  the  pulpit  on  alter- 
nate Sabbaths  for  six  months  in  iHOo-l).  On  the  first  Sabbath  in 
March,  18r)(),  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray  began  to  supply  the  pulpit,  and 
continued  till  June,  18()7,  when  the  Rev.  T.  F.  Raimey  became 
acting  pastor,  and  took  up  his  residence  in  the  parish,  and  la-each- 
ing  was  again  maintained  all  the  time. 

Tho  church  has  only  fifteen  resident  members,  of  whom  no  moro 
than  three  are  men.    Its  weakness  in  point  of  numbers  is  couipen- 
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sated  by  its  energy,  self-denial,  and  liberality,  and  cs)  ecially  by 
tlie  fidelity  of  its  praying  women.  The  cbief  obstacles  to  its  gro\^tb 
have  been,  and  still  are,  the  sparse  populatiun  of  the  tu\\n,  and 
the  lack  of  a  village  center  of  popidatiun. 

I'ASTOU. 

The  Rev.  Jabez  True  IToward,  son  of  John  and  Sarah  (True) 
Howard,  was  born  in  Haverhill,  N.  II.,  2-Jd  August,  1H(J4.  Ho 
studied  at  Atkinson  Academy  ^vith  refL-rcnce  to  entering  college, 
but  was  diverted  into  mercantile  bu-incss,  in  which  he  spent  ten 
years  at  Hampstead.  In  181)5  he  entered  Ciilnianton  Theul<«gieal 
Seminary,  and  was  there  graduated  in  18;5'J.  He  was  licensed  by 
the  Deertield  Association  at  Gilmanton,  in  November,  183*.>,  and 
was  ordained  pastor  of  the  Congregational  (.  h\u  ch  in  Eluiore,  \'t., 
19th  January,  1841.  The  Rev.  ^^amuel  Delano  preached  the 
sermon.  He  was  dismissed  24th  August,  L'Sl'i,  and  was  iiistalled 
at  Holland,  13th.June,  1844.  The  Rov.  J umes  Johnson,  of  Iras- 
burgh,  preached  the  sermon.  In  lb48  he  removed  to  ^V«•st 
Charleston,  and  s\ij)plied  the  ])ul|)it  thei'e  on  alternate  Irabbathsfor 
eight  years.    He  still  lives  at  West  Charleston. 

He  married  11th  June,  1810,  Elizabeth  Sawyer  of  Meredith 
Village,  N.  II.,  by  whom  he  had  IClizabeth  Ann,  born  ^lOtli  Decem- 
ber, 1841,  died  9tb  October,  1842.  iMrs.

Emelino  Nelson,  wife  of  the  Rev.  Culvin  C.  Adams,  was  a  native 
of  Holland. 
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The  cliurch  in  Iraslnirgh,  consisting  of  tlirce  mules  and  three 
female  members,  was  organized  28th  January,  iSlS,  hy  the  Vwv. 
Luther  Leland,  of  Derby,  and  the  Uev.  James  llobart,  pf  Ijcrlin. 
In  the  following  February,  Zadok  IMoss  was  chosen  moderator  and 
clerk,  and,  at  a  later  period,  deacon  also.  Pastoral  yerviees  were 
rendered  for  terms  of  various  lengtli  by  tlie  Kev.  Messrs.  l.uthor 
Leland,  James  Parker,  David  H.  Wiilislon,  \V.  A.  ("Imj/m,  Lyman 
Case,  James  llobart,  Elias  W.  Kellngg,  Daniel  Kockwcil,  Oiis  F. 
Curtis,  (two  years,  1821)-']0,)  and  Puel  W.  JSmiih. 

A  revival  which  took  place  in  1S;].S  brou_dit  so  nuich  strength  to 
the  chui-ch  that  it  fcltalilc  to  settle  a  pastor,  and  a  call  was  given 
to  the  Rev,  James  Johnson,  who  acce])ted  the  invitation,  and  early 
in  3  888,  was  duly  installed.  For  more  than  twenty  years  the 
court  house  was  the  only  place  of  worship,  but.  alter  many  years 
of  struggle  a  house  was  completed,  which  was  dedi'.'ated  1 'uh  .l;in- 
uary,  1840.  In  December,  18-12,  a  series  of  meetings  was  held 
on  the  evenings  ol  several  successive  weeks,  and  a  system  of  visita- 
tion from  house  to  house  was  established.  This  was  followed  by  a 
general  revival,  as  the  residtof  which  forty-live  were  added  to  the 
church.  Most  of  these  were  from  the  Sabhath  School.  In  IhP), 
the  erysipelas  raged  fearfully  in  Orleans  County,  and  in  many 
towns  with  great  fatality  ;  but,  as  the  records  of  the  church  say, 
in  the  connncncemcnt  of  the  year  Cod  visited  ibis  pooplo  with 
the  outpourings  of  Jlis  S'jm  it,iu  conseciuence  (d'  which  the  altenti.-n 
of  the  people  Avas  called  off  from  the  disease,  and  thus  the  mind 
being  delivered  from  fear,  the  disease  was  far  less  f;.tal  than  in 
other  towns."  Mr.  Johnson's  pastorate  continued  nearly  eleven 
years. 

The  next  pastor  was  the  Uev.  Joel  Fi^k,  who  was  installed  early 
in  1850,  and,  at  his  own  request,  was  dismissed  in  October  1S;VI; 
but  in  compliance  with  a  vote  of  the  church  he  continued  to  olli- 
ciato  as  pastor  till  Ist  March,  1855.  The  Kev.  John  II.  Pockwith 
was  acting  pastor  for  three  years  Irom  1st  Decend)er,  1855.  In 
February,  1859,  tho  Rev.  Thomas  liayno  became  acting  pastor, 
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and  continued  till  November,  ISO;).  Tiic  Kcv.  John  II.  Wood- 
ward  began  to  supply  tlie  pulpit  Uch  J  une,  LSol,  was  installed  as 

pastor  the  next  fall,  and  still  continues  in  ibu  pastorate. 

PASTORS. 

1.  The  Rev.  James  Johnson  was  born  in  liynutkdd,  Mass.,  12ih 
July,  1779.    His  early  life  was  a  constant,  but  uliiuiatcly  success- 
ful struggle  with  adverse  circunislances.    lie  was  graduated  at 
Harvard   University  in  1808,  at  the  mature  age  uf  twcniy-nine, 
read  theology  with  the  Rev.  Henry  Ware,  1).  l>.,and  was  licensed 
in  1810.    He  was  ordained  pastor  of  the  i'l e.>by terian  church  in 
Potsdam,  N.  Y.,  11th  xMareh,  181 -J.    '!  he  Rev.  Am.js  rctlcngill, 
of  Champlain,  preached  the  sermon,  and  it  was  printetl.    In  ]MY 
he  was  dismissed  Ironi  that  pastorale  ami  was  installed  7th  October, 
1818,  over  the  Congregational  church  in  Wdliston,  Vt.,  where  he 
remained  pastor  five  years  to  a  day, and  was  disuiissed  7th  Ocl(tber, 
182;5.    He  was  installed  'j8th   I'V-bruaiy,   18-J7,  over  the  fust 
church  in  iSt.  Johnsbury,  and  remained  in  that  pastorate  till  iJd 
May,  l8o8,  when  the  relation  was  dissolved.    His  Uiinistry  at  St. 
Johnsljury  was  eminently  useful  and  the  results  of  it  are  visible  to 
this  day.    Two  revivals  occurred,  one  of  which,  in  iSol,  resulted 
in  more  than  sixty  additions  to  the  church.    The  whole  number 
added  by  profession  during  his  [)astorate  there  was  one  hundred 
and  seventy.    His  next  and  last  settlement  was  at  lrasburgh,\\hero 
he  was  installed  li'tli  February,  IS-';!*.    He  was  dismisdcd  23d 
November,  lSi:),and  having  attained  the  age  of  seventy  years,  he 
removed  to  St.  Johnsbury,  where  he  resided,  without  pastoral 
charge,  till  his  death,  which  occurred  <')lst  October,  1850.  Ho 
w'as  an  able  and  industrious  minister,  and  had  a  special  gil't  in 
prayer.    His  only  published  discourse  was  a  aermo.i  preached  at  a 
masonic  celebration  at  St.  Albans,  21th  Jiine,  I82(j. 

2.  The  Rev.  Jokl  Kisk,  son  of  Dca.  Mosca  and  Hannah  (Ratcli- 
clder)  Fisk,  was  boin  in  Waiisliehl,  \'t.,  "Jtlih  October,  17i»'J.  He 
was  a  grandson  of  Kbenczer  Fisk  of  Shelburne,  Mass.,  a  man  of 
the  Puritan  stamp,  more  than  three  hundred  of  whoso  desceinlanls 
have  already  become  niembers  (>f  tlm  church,  among  whom  are  eight 
ministers.    He  iitted  for  college  at  W  a>hington  County  Graniiuar 
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School,  and  was  graduated  at  Mlddlcbury  in  182"),  after  whicli  ho 
Btudiod  theology  Avith  the  JU'v.  Charlcd  Wnlker  of  Uutlaml,  and 
wag  licensed  by  the  Jluthind  Association  at  Clarendon,  ^Ist  May, 
182ij  ;  thus,  like  his  Divine  Master,  entering  uiton  the  work  of  tho 
ministry  when  ho  "  began  to  be  about  thirty  years  of  age." 

His  first  settlement  was  at  ?tI.)nkton,  whrrehc  w.is  ordained  20lh 
September,  182G,  the  first  and  only  pastor  of  the  (.'ongrcgatiunal 
church  in  that  town,  deceiving  a  call  to  New  llavcFi,  he  was 
dismissed  from  Monkton,  18th  October,  l  S:;0,and  on  the 'Jtith  day 
of  the  same  month  he  was  instalb.;d  at  Xo\s  llavuii.  He  was  dis- 
missed 25th  ISeptemlier,  18o2,  and  removed  to  Ivssi-x,  N.  Y., 
Avhore  he  was  pastor  of  the  l*re^byteri:in  ehnrrli  twelve  years. 
He  tlien  preached  some  time  in  Canada,  at  liist  as  a  missi(»nary, 
and  then  as  acting  pastor  for  about  live  years  at  riiillij  .^burgb. 
From  tlie  last  named  place  he  went  to  Irasburgh,  win  there 
installed  2Gth  March,  18o0,  and  was  diamihsed  'Jih  October,  IhitA. 
He  then  became  acting  pastor  at  IMainfield,  where  he  laboreil  witli 
fidelity  and  success  till  arrested  by  sickness,  whieli  resulted  in  his 
death,  lOlh  December,  l8o(j. 

His  })iety  was  deep,  ardent  and  active.  Nothing  delighted  him 
so  much  as  the  [lerformanee  of  religious  dnlies.  lie  excelletl  as  a 
pastor,  and  was  gifted  in  religious  conveTsali..n,  but  preaebing  the 
gospel  was  his  ruling  pa.s:5ii»n.  In  the  pi'ime  of  life  he  had  a  very 
vigorous  constitution,  and  engaged  in  the  most  arduous  and  pro- 
tracted labors,  (bi  several  occasions  he  preached  every  day  and 
'e\ening  for  more  than  a  fortnight.  In  nearly  all  the  places  where 
he  labt)red,  the  fruits  of  his  ministi-y  were  appareiit,  ainl  in  sonio 
places  very  abundant.  Ho  i)reached  as  long  as  it  was  po.-^^ildc. 
Even  in  his  last  sickness  he  was  several  tiujes  assisted  into  church, 
where  ho  performed  the  services  in  a  .-itiing  posture.  His  death 
was  a  fitting  close  of  such  alife.  It  was  more  than  peacerul.  It 
was  trium[)hant. 

His  only  publication  (known  to  the  writer)  was  a  Hornn)n  occa- 
sioned by  the  death  of  his  father,  and  publi.^hed  in  IS  17. 

II.  The  Uev.  John  Uii.i.s  \V(/(i1)Waul», son  of  William  and  Clari- 
mond  (Hills)  Woodward,  was  born  in  (Jharlotte,  7lh  May» 
and  was  graduated  at  Union  (College  in  18;ir).    He  studied  the- 
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ology  mt\\  tliG  Rev.  AVorthini^ton  Siultli,  of  Ht.  Alliniis,  iircaclied  at 
Caaibridge  a  year,  18;5()-^7,  began  to  ])rcacli  at  Weslfurd  in 
August,  1837,  and  was  there  ordained  jiastur  olst  January,  1838. 
The  Rev.  W.  Smith  preached  the  sermon,  lie  was  the  represen- 
tative of  Westford  in  tlie  Legislature  in  1  HoG  and  1  Hijli,  and  a 
Senator  from  Chittenden  county  in  18».><)  and  iS'il.  During  ilic 
session  of  18(M,  he  resigned  liis  scat  in  tlio  b'enate  to  hecome chap- 
lain of  the  First  Vermont  Cavalry,  and  served  in  that  capacity  a 
year  and  eight  months.  Two  of  Ids  sons  were  in  the  army  :  Jolin 
\V.,  Captain  of  Company  AT.  in  the  Cavalry,  uho  was  killed  at 
Gettyslnirgh,  and  George,  a  Sergeant  in  the  Sccnud  Vermont  Heg- 
iment,  Avho  was  wounded  before  Riuhniond.  He  was  dismissed 
from  the  pastorate  at  Westford,  20th  FL-bniary,  iHiIl,  and  was 
installed  at  liashurgh  21st  September,  1804.  The  Ruv.  I'liny  11. 
White  preached  the  sermon. 

His  fast  sermon  preached  13th  April,  l^OCt,  was  j  ublishcd  in 
the  Newport  Express  1st  May,  18(50. 

minister's  WIFK. 

Sarah  M.  Cooper,  wife  of  the  Rev.  Lewis  Lodwell,  was  a  native 
of  Irasburgh. 


The  Church  in  Lowell  was  organized  lOih  January,  1M<;,  by  the 
Rev.  Nathaniel  Rawson  of  llardwick,  and  the  Rev.  James  Parker 
of  Enosl)urgh.  It  consisted  of  six  nuMnbers,  three  of  each  sex. 
For  many  years  they  had  only  occasi-.nal  preaching  by  itinerant 
missionaries.  The  Uev.Jos.  ph  L:.b:irce,  who  preached  a  Sabbath 
or  two  in  L810,  i-eported  that  at  an  evenitig  meeting  every  man  in 
town  except  one  who  was  .iek  uas  ].res.Mit.  The  Rev.  James  Par- 
ker  preached  occasionally  mis--)  Mud  the  two  f..llowing  years. 
In  1827-28  the  Kev.  bilas  Land),  of  Westhcld,  supplied  the  i-ulpit 
a  part  of  the  time,  and  with  some  good  results.    In  1834,  the  Ucv. 
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J.  Sampson  labored  liulf'the  time  for  some  montlis,  and  a  rcfresli- 
ing  was  experienced  Avhicli  resulted  in  the  addiiion  of  ci^ht  meniljcrs. 
In  1810  and  18il  this  church  shared  ^viLh  th;itiu  Wcsifichl, in  the 
labors  of  the  Rev.  lleuhen  Mason,  and  the  church  wws  somewhat 
enlarged.  In  1845  and  1«1G  the  Rev.  E.  1(.  Kilhy  supi.lied  iho 
pulpit  half  the  time. 

The  Rev.  Jubilee  AVcllman  commenced  laboring  1st  September, 
1849,  and  in  a  few  months  was  installed  pastor.    'I'lie  prospects  of 
the  church  now  seemed  to  improve.    The  congregation  increased, 
the  Sabbath  School  prospered,  ami  other  denonjinations  which  held 
some  interest  in  the  house  of  worship  sold  to  th(;  (.'ongregatiunal- 
ists.    But  the  numbers  and  abihty  of  the  elnu'ch  soon  began  to  Ijo 
diminitihed  by  emigration,  and  the  death  oi'  the  pastor  early  in 
1855  liad  a  very  disheartening  effect.     In  Decemhur,  1S55,  tho 
Rev.  Daniel  Warren  became  acting  pastur,  and  ren  aincd  nearly 
three  years  ;  during  which  a  debt  that  had  rested  on  the  house 
was  paid,  by  the  heli)  of  the  American  Congregati  jnal  Union.  In 
January,  1850,  the  Rev.  Thomas  llahlwin  hccaim-  acting  pastor, 
and  remained  three  years.    From  January  Isiil,  till  Aiigu>i  lHiJt>, 
the  pulpit  was  supplied  but  partially,  and,  for  the  mo.st  part,  by 
the  itinerant  missionaries  of  the  Vermont  Domestic  Missionary 
Society.    The  Rev.  Azro  A.  Smith  ihen  became  acting  pastor,  and 
in  the  following  February  was  ordained  pa:>ti>r  i.f  this  chnrcli  and 
that  at  Weslfield.    Under  his  mmistry  there  has  heen  a  stea<ly 
and  healthful  growth.     In  Jamiary,  18(17,  the  church  was  ahle  for 
the  lirst  time,  to  suppoi  L  the  preaching  of  thegt>s|u  l  every  .^abhath, 
and  Mr.  Smith  being  released  from  his  charge  in  Wcstfu  Id,  heg:in 
to  bestow  alibis  services  upon  this  held. 

PASTORS. 

1.  The  Rev.  Juuilee  Wellman,  was  born  in  riill,  Ma.sg.,  20th 
February,  1703,  and  without  going  througli  a  collegialc  course, 
studied  theology  at  ]5angur,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1S-J:5.  Ho 
was  ordained  pastor  in  Kranlvfurt,  Me.,  I  Til.  S-pten.her,  1 I. 
The  Uev.  JbuicroftKov  ler,  ..f  Hangor,  preached  the  .sermon,  lie 
was  dismissed  3d  January,  l^-JC;  and  in  the  fall  of  that  year, 
while  journeying,  he  spent  a  Sabbuih  in  Warner,  N.  II.,  >vhcro  he 
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preached  from  the  text :  Never  man  spako  like  this  man.*'  The 
discourse  impressed  the  audience  very  favorahly,  and  many  desirL-fl 
to  secure  him  as  their  minister.  But  he  went  on  liis  wav,  and  tho 
church  remained  destitute  of  ])reachiiii:  tdl  January,  1H27,  wlien 
a  few  individuals  advanced  the  i'untls  to  employ  Wim  four  weeks. 
Thus  began  a  liappy  and  succussfal  ministry  of  nearly  ten  years. 
A  revival  speedily  commenced  and  continued  several  in<»nths,  as 
th(3  result  of  which  twenty-nine  were  added  to  the  church.  He 
received  a  unanimous  call  to  the  pastorate,  and  was  iii>tallod  !2<jtli 
September,  1827.  The  Uev.  Samuel  Wood,  D.  I).,  ..f  Jioseawcn, 
preached  the  sermon.  His  pastorate  continued  till  Ifjth  l'\-hriiary, 
1837,  when  he  was  dismissed  at  his  own  ri  "|Ui'st. 

Afterward  he  preached  at  ]>il<i.tl,  ilooksett  and  Meredith 
Bridge,  a  few  months  at  each  place,  lie  was  installe*!  pastor  at 
Westminster  West,  Vt.,  7tli  M  irc!i,  l8:i.s,  the  Rev.  Z.  S.  lUrstow, 
D.  1).,  of  Keeiie,  N.  If.,  preaching  the  sermon.  In  1^!■1U  a  revi- 
val occurred  and  lifty  were  added  to  tho  cliureli.  He  was  dismissed 
r)th  January,  ISj-J.  For  two  years  he  supj.lied  alternately  at 
Caveuilisli  and  IMyuiouth,  then  lor  five  years  at  Cavendi.-h  alone. 
From  Cavendidi  he  went  to  li')Well,  wlieie  he  was  ni-lalh  d  iTlh 
Octol)er,  1840.  'J'he  Kev.  Jusejih  Un.lerwood,  of  llanlwiek, 
preached  the  sermon.  His  labors  at  Lowell  were  closed  by  death 
18th  i\rarch,  18:*;'). 

As  a  preacher  Mr.  Wellman  was  always  acceptable  and  instruc- 
tive, sometimes  eaiiusl  and  inipre?.>ive,  and  occai^iiuially  even 
ehxpuMit.  He  eould  be  plain  and  pointed  wilh.»ut  being  personal 
or  giving  olb'nse.  His  prayers  were  appropriate,  never  tedious, 
and  not  sehbnn  accompanied  by  tears.  He  was  dignitioJ  ami 
gentlemanly  in  appearance,  but  rea.lily  adaj.te.l  lumself  to  tho 
society  of  all  his  ])arishioners  however  humble.  His  people  both 
loved  and  reverenced  hini.  He  was  a  Jecided  friend  to  ihchencv- 
olent  enterprises  of  the  day,  and  wa^  an  esp.-cially  active  advocate 
of  t(Mnperance. 

2.  The  IJev.  Azuo  A.NitHis  ^.Miiii,  ^  n  of  Major  and  Alma 
(Andrus)  t^'mitli,  was  born  in  Tunbridge,  lUh  h'eptember,  1H27,  and 
Avas  graduated  at  the  lIniNer>iiy  of  Veimont  in  l.^M),  after  which 
lie  studied  theology  at  An.lover  a  year,  and  was  a  teacher  in  Ihir- 
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llngton  two  years,  and  in  Frarddln,  N.  II.,  tlirce  years  and  njore. 
During  the  period  last  meuiioni;(l,  he  studied  theology  two  years 
with  the  Rev.  WilHam  T.  Savage  of  Franklin,  and  was  licensed  by 
the  llopkinton  Association  at  East  Concord,  1-lih  Octol)er, 
He  then  spent  eight  months  at  Andover,  pursuing  his  studios  as 
resident  licentiate.  He  was  ordained  pastor  of  the  churches  ia 
Lowell  and  Westfield,  llth  February,  IMM.  The  llev.  I'liny  H. 
White  preached  the  sermon,  lie  was  dismissed  from  the  West- 
field  pastorate,  20th  August,  18G7. 

lie  married,  20th  August,  1857,  Luclnda  U.  Hood,  a  native  of 
Chelsea. 


Several  of  the  early  settlers  of  Morgan  were  active  and  consis- 
tent Christian  men,  of  the  Connecticut  type  of  j.icty  and  oithoilo.xy. 
Long  before  there  was  a  house  of  worship,  or  I'vcn  a  school-houso 
in  the  town,  they  maintained  pul^lic  worship  on  the  Sabbath  in 
barns  or  private  houses.  They  were  also  mm  of  great  individu- 
ality and  force  of  character,  and  excited  a  controlling  inllucnce  in 
favor  of  good  morals  and  religion. 

The  Congregational  Church  was  organi/A'd  Ith  Juno,  1^2.".,  by 
the  Kev.  Lyman  Case,  of  Covontry,  and  tlu-  lu-v.  l);i\id  II.  W  illis- 
ton,  of  Tunbriilge.  It  consisted  of  live  male  an<l  six  female  num- 
bers. Jotham  Cuunnings  was  chosen  deacon  and  clerk,  for  both 
of  which  offices  he  was  emiiiently  (lualilied.  He  used  the  office  of 
II  deacon  well,  and  purchased  to  himself  a  g.HMl  degree  and  great 
boldness  in  the  faith.  His  prudence,  uj.rightness  and  sountlnesa  of 
judgment  secured  the  unreserved  conlidence  of  his  asaociatci», 
and  made  him  their  leader. 

In  the  summer  of  l.S2i;,  the  \loy.  .laeob  S.  Clark  preached  a 
few  Sabbaths  as  a  candidate  for  settlement,  received  a  unanimous 
call,  and  early  in  1S27  was  ordained  to  the  pastorate,  wliicli  <.ffico 
ho  still  holds.    His  balary  was  small,  but  lie  obtained  posscsbioD

of  tlie  minister's  lot,  and  the  peo[il(j  hclj-LMl  liiinreduce  it  to  a  farm; 
and  he  Avas  enabled  to  support  his  tuniily,  and  even  to  BCinl  a  B^.\\ 
to  college,  the  only  native  of  Morgan  uho  has  been  graduated. 
In  the  fall  of  1!S2*J,  a  revival  began,  which  continued  fur  several 
months  and  affected  every  ])art  of  the  to\Yn.  As  the  fruits  of  this 
revival,  twenty-seven  ^vere  added  to  the  church.  In  the  fall  of 
1830  another  revival  was  experienced  which  was  powerful  while  it 
lasted,  but  was  of  short  duration.  Thiiteen  were  added  to  the 
church.  Since  that  date  there  have  been  no  revivals,  and  tho 
average  annual  additions  have  not  exceeded  two.  All  this  while 
the  cliurch  has  been  steadily  diminished  \>y  eiuigratii.n  and 
by  other  causes,  and  it  is  now  rtno  of  the  leeblest  iu  the  county. 
In  the  summer  oflt)04,the  jiastur  having  attained  the  age  of  more 
than  three  score  years  and  ten,  retired  from  active  service  iu  tho 
ministry.  T!ie  Kev.  A.  Iv.  (Iray  began  to  nuj.ply  the  [)ulpit  on 
alternate  Sabbaths  Kith  July,  LSiil,  and  still  continues  to  do  so. 

I'AsroK. 

The  Rev.  Jacoij  Staur  Cr.AKK,  son  of  Nathaniel  S.  and  Pheho 
(Mitchell)  Clark,  was  born  in  Landalf,  N.  11.,  lOth  January,  17"J2, 
and  served  an  apprenticeship  to  a  clothier's  trade,  at  which  he 
labored  till  he  was  thirty  years  old.  A\  iihoui  pursuing  a  regular 
course  of  theological  studies,  he  was  licensed  by  the  Cous  Associa- 
tion at  Littleton,  in  Fcbruaiy,  l>''2-2.  11(;  was  ordainedat  Morgan, 
lltli  January,  l&ll .  Tiie  liov.  'rhomas  Simpson,  of  Harlun, 
preaebed  the  sermon.  If  Mr.  Clark  was  m  t  learned,  nor  tlo<p»ent, 
he  was  devout,  diligent,  discreet,  and  an  excellent  pastor.  If  ho 
did  not  attract  to  himself  and  to  tiie  chur.'h  the  young  people  of 
the  town,  he  secureil  the  warm  aftection  of  adult  christians,  and 
the  high  respect  of  all  ^\ho  knew  him.  To  hiin  the  town  has  been 
largely  indebted  for  its  good  order,  morality  and  christian 
character. 

lie  married  ^tli  0.>t<.ber,  l.^l'd,  Sally  Merrill  of  Lyman,  N.  II., 
by  whom  he  had  Nathaniel  S.,ljorn  r)lh  August,  18l!0;  Jacob  M., 
born  ir»th  September,  KSiJii;  graduated  at  the  University  of  Ver- 
mont in  IK-l;")  ;  Amos  1>.,  born  dih  June,  1^1') ;  died  IDlli  Novem- 
ber, 18ot);  Osmond  C,  born  iMtii  Novendjer,  died  loili 
August,  1831  ;  Mary  Jane,  born  'Jltii  duly,  1831. 
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minister's  wife. 

Jane  M.  Cummlngs,  wife  of  the  Rev.  \ik\vdv.\  Kni-l.t,  was  a 
native  of  Morgan. 


The  church  in  Newport  was  organized  23d  Fchruary,  ISP.l,  ly 
the  Rav.  RahlenwV.  Watkins  of  Coventry,  an  I  cons^jted  of  four 
male  and  three  female  niemhers  of  the  chiu'ch  in  Covcntrv,  who 
were  sot  off  for  tliiit  ])urj)Dse.  Siuuui-l  Waiin'r  was  chf>>on  dea- 
con, and  Seymour  Lane  clerk.  The  Kev.  Jacuh  Clai  k  prc-aclird 
one-fourth' of  the  time  for  two  years,  lb32-84,  during  wliicli  period 
ten  were  added  hy  profession.  In  I80T,  the  Rev.  Reuhen 
Mason  became  acting  ])astor,  and  wns  iu.stalled  past(.r  f»r  ono- 
foarth  of  the  time,  2()Lh  Se))tember,  iMoT.  He  closed  his  hilioj  s 
in  Newport  in  1839,  but  was  not  formally  dismissed  till  Uctolter, 
1842.  The  Rev.  E.  R.  Kilby  preached  one-tourih  of  the  timo 
in  1840, 

In  1844  the  churcli  began  to  maintain  ['reaching  on  allernato 
Sabbaths,  and  was  supplied  I'or  a  year,  IS  Il-  lo,  by  ihe  Rev.  d.S. 
Clark,  and  for  another  year,  IH-J.)-!!),  by  the  Kcv.  Most-s 
P.  Clark.  In  184(>  a  house  of  worshij)  was  built  iu  com- 
pany with  the  Baptists,  and  tlm  J^*v.  \\.  R.  Kilby  ag/m 
became  acting  pastor,  and  continued  to  serve  till  bis  death 
in  February,  1851.  He  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Mosrs  Rob- 
inson, who  supplied  the  pulpit  for  four  yeai's.  In  IS.").'),  the  Rcv. 
Robert  V.  Hall  became  acting  pastor,  atid  continued  until  the 
last' Sabbath  in  April,  1807,  during  which  pi-i-iod  the  nu.-!nbership 
increased  four-fold,  and  an  unusual  prosperity  in  all  respects  was 
enjoyed.  The  church  shared  in  the  gcnei-al  revival  of  1858-59, 
and  received  an  addition  of  tweiity-lbur  members. 

The  center  of  population  and  business  in  the  town  being  changed 
by  the  rapid  growth  of  the  village  in  the  cast  part,  the  union  meet- 
b 
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ing-house  was  abandoned  in  18G0,  tlie  location  of  the  church  was 
changed  to  the  village,  and  ua  the  first  .Suhhath  in  October,  1860, 
the  church  began  to  enjoy  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  all  the  time. 
The  next  year  a  house  of  worship  was  built,  which  was  dedicated 
15th  October,  18i>l.  The  Rtv.  Pliny  JI.  White  preached  the 
sermon.  For  five  months  after  the  close  of  Mr.  Hall's  ministry, 
the  pulpit  was  not  regularly  supplied.  The  first  Sabbath  in  Ucto- 
ber,  1807,  the  itVy.  George  11.  JJuiley,  wliohad  been  called  to  the 
pastorate,  began  to  preach,  and  in  a  few  ^veeks  he  was  onlainod 
pastor.  On  the  first  !<abbath  in  January,  l.so8,  the  church  was 
strengthened  by  the  addition  of  nineteen  persons,  ten  of  whom 
united  by  profession.

2.  The  Key.  George  Hamilton  ]]ailky,  son  of  Jeremiah  and 
Laura  (Washburn)  l^ailey,  was  hoiii  in  Cantun,  X.  Y.,  2Sth 
April,  18:39.  In  18(j0  he  entered  Middlcbury  Colh-ge,  but  in  his 
sophomore  year  left  his  studies,  and  enlisted  in  the  army  of  the 
Union.  He  was  a  private  in  Co.  B,  Oth  Reg.,  from  4th  Octo!)cr, 
18G1,  till  lOth  June,  1803,  and  was  with  his  rcgiiuent  in  the  liat- 
tles  of  Williamsburgh,  Lee's  Mills,  Young's  Mills,  Yoiktown,  and 
many  other  engagements.  His  health  failing,  ho  was  discharged 
from  duty  in  the  field,  but  was  a  clerk  in  the  military  seivicc  dur- 
ing the  war,  and  about  a  year  longt  r.  Ho  studied  thcolngy  at 
Bangor  I'heological  Seminary  nnd  was  there  graduated  in  L'^'fT. 
lie  was  licensed  by  the  Windham  ( Vt.)  Association,  at  IViu,  18th 
August,  1800,  and  was  ordained  at  Newport,  with  a  salary  of 
$800,  20th  November,  1807.  The  llev.  John  H.  Woodward 
preached  the  sermon.  In  1808  he  received  the  honorary  degree 
of  A.  M.  from  Middlcbury  College.

No  church  of  any  deiiomiiKitioii  lias  ever  ha-l  an  existence  in 
Salem,  nor  has  the  stated  preaching  of  the  gospel  ever  been  enjoyed, 
except  for  about  four  monlhs  daring  the  winter  ot  l«(j7-(]8,  when 
the  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray  pi-eached  on  alterriate  Sabbaths.  A  part  of 
the  inhabitants  attend  public  worship  in  Browuington,  Chf\rU'8ton, 
or  Derby,  according  as  they  live  near  one  or  the  other  ..f  those 
towns.    One  Congregational  minister  was  born  in  Salem. 

NATIVE  MINISTER. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Fitch  Morsi-:,  the  only  native  of  Salem  gradu- 
ated  at  College,  was  a  son  of  Joseph  and  Abigail  (Thomas)  Morse, 
and  Avas  born  28th  J uly,  1 82.1).  lie  fitted  lor  College  at  Derby  and 
St.  Johnsbury  Academies,  was  graduated  at  Aniln'ist  College  in 
1853,  and  at  Andover  Theological  Seminary  in  lsr>i).  Having 
decided  to  become  a  missionary,  he  was  ordaimMl  nt  lu'.iding, 
Mass.,  18th  August,  18o(j.  The  JJev.  K\  A.  I'ark,  I).  ]>.,  (,f 
Andover,  pre.iched  the  sermon.  Ho  sailed  for  (  'onstanlin-.ple,  .uh 
January,  1857,  and  arrived  there  5th  March.  His  first  designa- 
tion was  to  the  Armenian  mission,  but  in  January,  1858,  ho  was 
a[)pointed  to  the  l^ulgarian  mission,  and  was  one  of  its  original 
members.  He  arrived  at  Adrianople,  Itith  .luly,  1858,  and  there 
remained  till  September,  1802,  when  he  i-einoved  to  S'^pliia.  In 
the  summer  of  1805,  he  revisited  America,  aii'i  in  hSu*)  returiu'd 
to  his  mission.  He  was  the  author  of  The  iV-pe  and  the  U(»man 
Catholic  Church,"  a  book  of  about  eiglity  jiages  in  Rulgarian. 
lie  transhUed  into  Bulgarian,  the  Tract  Pi imer,  Jones's  Catechism, 
and  an  Epitome  of  the  Gospels.  He  also  jjrepared  a  Hulgariau 
and  English  Dictionary,  in  two  parts,  of  about  seven  thousand  fivo 
hundred  words  each. 

He  married,  10th  August,  1856,  Eliza  D.  Winter,  of  West 
Boylston,  Mass.,  by  whom  he  liad  Charles  Herbert,  burn  28lh 
January,  1859  ;  Caroline  Eliza,  born  5th  September,  l^GO  ;  Joseph 
Fairbanks,  born  11th  August,  18o2 ;  Henry  Eugeuo,  born  17th 
August,  136-1.

Samuel  Hovey  vvas  choser.  to  that  oU.ec. 
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a  few  weeks  missionary  service  l>y  the  Rev.  Joseplj  Labiireo  in 
1818  and  by  the  Rev.  James  Parker  in  l.s21,  the  church  was  des- 
titute of  preaching  till  1823,  when  the  lu  v.  James  I'arker  bc-camo 
acting  pastor  and  continued  so  till  his  death. 

In  the  fall  of  1828,  the  Rev.  ]n-nj:iuiiu  l)olbj:.r  l>ccanie  acting 
pastor  and  continued  for  about  two  years.  J^(»nie  ministerial  ser- 
vice was  rendered  by  the  Rev.  Otis  F.  (\u  tis  in  lH;',0-ul.  In 
I80I  a  revival  was  experienced,  as  the  iv.snh  (jf  wliieh  twenty-six 
persons  were  added  to  the  chuieh,  nudjii.:  tho  whule  number  at 
that  time  ninety-6ight.  The  Rev.  WiHiam  1'.  Holmes  beeamo 
acting  i)astor,  12th  February,  1«;>2,  and  was  iurmally  ordaineil  to 
the  pastorate  27th  June,  18-]2.  Under  his  laiiors  another  revival 
followed,  and  fuither  additions  took  p'luee.  In  \>)o'l  the  hubj 'et  of 
temperance  attracted  much  att.-iitii.'n  lV(jiii  the  ehureh,  and  tho 
following  article  was  added  to  the  eovi-nant  :  You  eng.ige  to 
drink  no  ardent  si-irlts,  not  to  furnish  it  fjr  others,  an<l  u>  use 
your  influence  against  the  use  of  it  exee[it  as  a  medieine."  Mr. 
Holmes  was  disuiios^id  2(jth  March,  l8otj. 

Early  in  1840,  the  Rev.  Geo.  h^tone  commenced  supplsing  tho 
pulpit,  and  in  February,  1812,  he  was  orvlained  j  asior.  Through 
his  whole  term  of  service,  and  in  faet,  b;-ft)re  and  long  after  that 
time,  the  efficiency  of  the  ehureh  was  nnu  h  impaired  by  tin-  lack 
of  a  house  of  vorship  and  the  consequent  necessity  d"  iiinciatiug 
from  place  to  place.  Meetings  were  held  at  three  jbiees  in  ruia- 
tion,  and  thiMigh  they  were  nunierou-ly  ;itiin'L<l,  it  was  l.'und 
ini})Osslble  to  build  up  a  strong  soeiety,  withnul  ;i  local  ci-nter  at 
which  the  good  results  of  all  Christian  clVorts  should  uieet  and  bo 
consolidated.  The  excitement  conneeted  wi»h  .Nlilleiisni  in 
and  in  1815  had  an  injurious  inlluence  upon  the  churcli,  and  tho 
removal  of  a  part  of  the  members  in  1815  to  h.im  tlie  ehureh  at 
South  Troy  had  a  discouraging  efteet  and  rt^idu  d  in  the  di.<mis?al 
of  Mr.  Stone  near  the  close  of  the  year.  Alter  about  two  years 
of  destitution,  the  Rev.  Caleb  W.  Piper  became  acting  pastor  and 
continued  for  six  years.  In  Heeember,  IS.vl,  the  Kev.  X.ith.m 
AV^ird  became  acting  pastor.  An  imu^ual  degree  of  reliogius  inter- 
est existed  in  185G,  numerous  convcisiuns  took  place,  and  bcveu 
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persons  united  with  the  churcli.  Mr.  Ward's  ministry  to  this 
church  continued  for  five  years.  A  \  of  destitiili(»n  foUowed, 
\\diicli  Avas  reheved  only  hy  occasiunal  and  teu>porary  Bupj.lies  till 
1st  April,  when  the  Kev.  Chaik-s  Scott  hecaino  aciing 

pastor.  His  ministiy  was  successful,  and  there  were  frcijuent 
additions  to  the  church.  For  two  years  he  jtreached  only  on 
alternate  Sabbaths,  as  his  predecessors  fcr  many  yeais  had  dune  ; 
but  on  the  first  Sabbath  in  A})ril,  LSH,"),  the  church  be-^aii  to 
maintain  public  worship  every  .-ahbath,  and  has  continued  lu  do 
so.  The  same  year  a  house  of  worsliip  was  Hiiished  and  paid  for. 
Mr.  Scott's  ministry  continued  two  years  and  a  half,  lie  was 
succeeded  on  the  second  Sabbath  in  October,  18(J.j,  by  Mr.  Leon- 
ard W.  Brigham,  who  supplied  the  jiulpit  for  a  year.  The  Kev. 
Daniel  II.  Babcock  began  to  serve  as  acting  pastor  on  the  second 
Sabbath  in  January,  I8t)8,  and  has  continued  to  this  liuiO. 

The  second  congregational  chui'ch  in  Troy  was  organized  at 
South  Troy,  2od  January,  T^-b"),  by  a  cwun^  il  of  which  the  Rev. 
Ora  Pearson  was  moilerator.  It  c(jn.>isttMl  of  foui-  male  and  seven 
fercale  members,  of  whoni  nine  united  by  letters  from  tlie  first 
church  and  two  by  profession.  The  constituting  ]-rayer  was  made 
by  the  Rev.  Ora  Pearson,  lu  thesj-ring  of  l^^l"),  the  lU-v.  ('.  W. 
Piper  became  acting])astor,  and  preached  on  alternate  Sabbaths  for 
nine  years.  The  pid[)it  was  then  supphed  only  partially  till  alxait 
1st  January,  ll^t»0,  when  tlio  Jlfv.  James  P.  l.ane  became  acting 
pastor  and  continued  nine  mouihs.  His  succc>sors  were  the  J!ev, 
George  S.  Biscoe,  and  the  Ji'i  i'.  Georgi'  A.  B«:ckttitli,  each  of 
whom  continued  less  than  a  year.  In  April.  18»*»'J,  the  Uev. 
Charles  Scott  became  acting  ]iast<u'  and  ctmtinued  three  years. 
Until  18(33  the  church  was  d. 'pendent  \ipon  (  hristians  of  anotlier 
denomination  for  a  house  of  \sor.-lii]>.  In  that  year  a  i»lain  but 
neat  house  was  built,  which  was  dedicated  2'.Hh  Decendier, 
The  Rev.  Pliny  H.  AVhite  preached  the  sermun.  In  the  summer 
of  180.')  the  Jifo.  \l.  S.  \'ah  <'lcve  >up]ilied  the  pulj.it  a  lew 
months.  In  February,  iM.tl,  the  |{<  \ .  J.  hn  A .  Karrnr  bccamo 
acting  pastor,  and  wor&hi}»  was  ujaintaincd  cveiy  Sabbath  for  & 
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year.  Mr.  Farrar  supplied  the  pulpit  another  year  on  alternate  Sah- 
baths.  The  Rev.  Daniel  Goodhue  hc-aii  to  supply  llie  pulpit 
17  May  I81J8. 

PASTORS. 

1.  Of  the  first  pastor,  tlie  Rev.  William  E.  IIolme.s,  not  much 
is  known,  and  what  is  known  does  not  awakt/n  unich  de.:)ire  to  know 
more,  lie  was  a  native  of  Newhury  or  of  Guildhall,  and  a  don  of 
Asa  and  Joanna  (Bieknell)  Ilolmes.  lie  stu  licil  the  .l  i^s'  with 
the  Rev.  biias  McKeen,  D.  1).,  of  iiradlord.  lli.s  adminii- 
tration  of  family  government  was  so  severe  as  to  he  intol- 
erable not  only  to  his  family  hut  to  the  i.uhHe,  and  it  was  a  serious 
obstacle  to  his  ministerial  usefulness.  lie  remnvcd  Irom  Troy  to 
Guildhall,  where  he  preached  a  year,  1  .s3()-;iT,  and  then  removed 
to  the  State  of  New  York. 

2.  The  Rev.  Gi]OR(JK  Sto.mc,  son  of  Fortunatus  and  Sarah 
(Cutler)  Stone,  was  born  in  Sudbury,  Mass.,  i\h\i  Fehruary, 
1803.  lie  was  graduated  at  the  University  of  Vei-niont  in 
studied  theology  witli  the  Rev.  Silas  McKceii,  1).  h.,..}"  Ih a-lf-rd, 
and  was  licensed  by  the  Orange  Association  at  Lyme,  N.  11.,  lih 
May,  1880.  Jle  ])reached  a  year  at  SanUgale,  ami  a  few 
months  at  Middletown.  In  the  fall  of  \  s:'r2  he  removed  to  Frank- 
lin, and  preached  alternately  at  ihat  place  and  llighgate  till  the 
summer  of  18-35,  when  his  health  was  completely  prostrated  and 
he  was  compelled  to  discontinue  preaching  for  several  years.  lie 
was  ordained  ac  Troy,  llith  Kebnniry,  ISIJ.  The  Kev.  Juuics 
Johnson,  his  step-father,  preached  the  sermon.  Ho  was  dismissed 
21th  September,  1845,  and  since  that  time  has  lived  up.-n  a  farm 
in  Troy.  He  married  10th  July,  1831,  I'Jewtheria  K.  Lawton,  of 
Hard  wick,  Mass.,  by  whom  he  had  one  daughter,  Laura  Lawton, 
born  ITth  May,  1837.

The  Church  in  Westfield  was  organized  lOth  April,  IS]^,  ],y 
the  Rev.  Levi  Parsons,  assisted  hy  two  laymen,  Epliraim  Skinner 
of  Craftsbury,  and  Dea.  Samuel  Skinner  of  Troy.    It  counist^jd  of 
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five  male  and  five  female  memhera.  t^oine  inii.slonarv  lalor  was 
bestowed  upon  the  church  in  J81i^  by  tlie  Klv.  Joseph  J.iil^aice, 
■who  reported  it  as  "  in  a  happy  and  llniri^hinj.^  condition."  in 
1820,  1821  and  1822,  a  few  weeks  of  service  in  eacli  year  were 
performed  by  the  Rev.  James  l^irker,  who  in  lx2:{  be^an  to  sup- 
ply the  pulpit  with  some  rc«^uhirlty,  and  continued  to  do  so  for 
about  two  years.  Jle  was  ri;:id  and  faithi'ul  in  »liscij«line,  and  the 
clnarch  was  strengthened  uniler  his  niiiiibtiy. 

In  the  summer  of  1820,  the  Kev.  bilas  Lamb  was  settled  as 
pastor,  and  continued  in  that  relation  a  little  more  than  ihrco 
years.  Until  Mr.  Lamb's  settlement  worship  had  been  hehl,s(»nic- 
times  in  private  houses,  eometimes  in  school-houses,  bnt  duiiu;:  his 
ministry  a  house  of  worship  was  built,  whieli  was  occupied  for' 
some  y«iars.  In  the  latter  part  (jf  liis  ministry  there  was  a  great 
religious  declension,  and  for  two  or  thi-ee  years  after  his  dismissal, 
little  effort  to  sustain  piuhlic  woiv^hip  was  made.  The  Kev.  William 
E.  Holmes  began  to  s\ipply  the  pulj'it  on  alt«-rn:ite  ^^abbaihs,  in 
Februai-y,  18o2,  and  continued  for  a  year,  afli-r  whieli  he  preached 
once  in  three  Sabbatlis  for  another  year.  A  reviv.d  was  enjoyed 
and  fourteen  were  added  to  the  church.  The  II ev.  J'.nailia.i 
Sampson  supplied  the  pul[)it  half  the  time  for  a  year,  beginniug 
1st  March,  18;M,  and  tlien  all  the  time  for  another  year. 

In  October,  18o(),  the  liev.  Ueuben  Ma^on  began  to  supply  iho 
pulpit  three-fourths  (d'  the  time,  and  in  ."September  of  the  following 
year  ho  was  iustalled  jtastor.  His  ministry  conlinuid  si.\  years. 
He  took  very  decided  anti-slavery  giound,  which  gave  otTenco  to 
many,  and  led  to  a  good  deal  of  di.-cij  line.  For  moie  tlian  a  year 
after  his  dismissal,  there  was  a  destitution  of  j. reaching.  In  June, 
1813,  the  house  of  worshi[)  was  ahand^nrd,  and  all.  the  mccliugd 
for  some  years  thereafter  were  held  in  school  houses.  The  Hev. 
James  D.  Hills  was  ordained  ].astor  in  Maich,  IMl,  at  whieh 
time  the  church  consisted  of  fifiy-fonr  members.  His  pastorate 
continued  about  seven  years,  during  whi.-h  period,  six  were  a'ddcd 
by  profession  and  ten  by  letter,  and  SLveral  who  had  been  either 
8U3[)ended  or  e.xccmununicated  were  restored.  Another  house  of 
worship  was  aldo  budt,  and  was  dwiicatcd  iudi  January,  l^VJ. 
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The  Rev.  Caleb  W.  Piper  was  acting  pastor  for  about  two 
years  ending  in  June,  1854.  He  was  succeeded,  in  the  following 
December,  by  tlie  J{cv.  Nathan  Ward,  who  supplied  the  pulpit 
for  five  years.  Fur  nine  months,  comuiencing  l.^t  January,  iHlW), 
the  Rev.  James  P.  Lane  was  acting  pastor.  His  ministry  was 
^ery  .successful  The  average  attendance  on  public  worship 
increased  from  about  one  hundred  to  nearly  one  hundred  and 
sixty,  more  than  usual  religious  interest  prcvallo.l,  and  nine  per- 
sons were  added  to  the  church.  The  supply  of  the  pulpit  was 
maintained  by  the  itinerant  department  of  the  Vermont  Domestic 
]\lissionary  Society  till  May,  l^iU,  when  tlie  luv.  George  A. 
Beckwith  became  acting  pastor,  and  continued  nearly  a  year.  The 
Rev.  Charles  Scott  supplieil  the  pulpit  about  a  yi'ai  ,  iSil^-ii^i,  and 
Avas  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Azro  A.  Smith,  who  was  ordained 
pastor,  11th  Febiuary,  1804.  His  ministry  was  nnich  blessed  to 
the  strengthening  of  the  chuich,  anil  continued  three!  years  and 
more.  The  Rev.  John  A.  Farrar  supplied  the  pulpit  ;i  year,  I  .S»i7-08. 
In  the  summer  of  1808,  the  Rev.  D.iniel  (iooilhue  became  acting 
pastor.  Since  1851,  the  church  has  maintained  worship  oiily  on 
alternate  Sabbaths. 

PASTORS. 

1.  The  Rev.  Silas  Lamb,  son  of  Charles  and  Rebecca  Lamb,  was 
born  in  l\itney,  l5th  August,  177(),  and  when  six  yeai-s  old 
was  removed  with  his  father's  iamily  to  Ilaiie^cl^.  He  bludit-d  the- 
ology with  the  Kev.  I'hineas  Railey,  junl  wiis  ordained  at  West- 
field,  22d  June,  1820.  The  Rev.  R.  Railey  preached  the  sermon. 
He  was  dismissed,  80th  June,  18J1>,  and  was  deposed  fr«)m  the 
ministry,  12th  February,  l^<o8.  JIc  was  the  repiesentative  of 
Westford  in  1829,  and  soon  after  reuKned  to  Lowell,  of  which 
town  he  was  the  I'epresentalive  in  \  ^'-V-\.  Afterward  he  \se;»t  to 
New  York,  entered  the  Methodist  miuistiT  ;uul  preached  many 
years.    He  died  at  Ratavia,  M.  Y.,  Ihl  Mareh,  lh50.

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Academy,  Andovcr,  Mass.,  and  entered  Middlebury  in  ISo'), 
but  left  at  the  end  of  liis  Junior  year,  and  went  to  (lilmanton 
Theological  Seminary,  where  he  was  graduated  in  "Iti-ll.

He  was  ordained  27th  March,  1814,  tlie  Rev  Lyndon  S.  Krcnch 
of  Coventry,  preaching  the  sermon,  and  was  disuiissed  -Tth  Decem- 
ber, i860.  JSince  that  time  he  has  lived  on  a  hum  in  IloUis, 
N.  II.

NATIVE  MINISTER. 

The  Rev.  Luther  Orval  Winslow,  son  of  Luther  and  Mary 
(Hitclicock)  Winslow,  was  born  30ih  April,  1817,  and  in  youth 
was  taken  under  the  patronage  of  Jude  Kimljiill  of  Lyiuh  ii. 
While  engaged  in  teaching,  he  lost  one  of  his  eyes  by  an 
assault  by  one  of  his  scholars.  He  fitted  for  college  at  Lyinlon 
Academy,  and  was  graduated  at  Dartmrmth  in  l.'^lo,  after  \shieh 
he  studied  theology,  and  was  ordained  to  the  ministry.  He  was 
settled  at  Selma,  Ala.,  and  afterwards  in  Kentucky,  lie  married, 
9th  December,  1848,  R.  M.  Gill,  of  Marshall  county,  Minn.
